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THE RETALIATION DEBATE 


NO OPPOSITION YET OFFERED 
10 THE BILL. : 

THE PRESIDENT’S POSITION SUSTAINED 
BY MESSRS. BELMONT AND SCOTT— 
DOUBTS ABOUT THE CHINESE TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—A large part of 
to-day’s session of the House was consumed 
in the making of speeches on the Retalia- 
tion bill. Mr. Belmont and Mr. Scott spoke 
in support of the President, and Mr. Phelps 
of New-Jersey aud Mr. Davis and Mr. Cogs- 
well of Massachusetts spoke in ridicule of 
him; but no one spoke against retaliation. 
The speeches on the Democratic side were, 
up to the close of to-day’s proceedings, not 
sensational or extravagant, being nothing 
more than proper elaboration of the points 
of the President’s message. On the Repub- 
lican side, where there is a full appreciation 
of the mistake made by the Senate in 
offering to the President an opportunity 
that he did not seek, the arguments made 
by the Republican Senators and newspa- 
pers were repeated with such added zest as 
could be imparted by individual wit or 
amartness, The gallery audience was very 
small. Mrs. Fairchild and Miss Bayard oc- 
cupied places in the Speaker’s Gallery for a 
short time, and Postmaster-General Dickin- 
son and Bishop Ireland of Minnesota sat 
through the debate, having seats on the 
Democratic side. Mr. Belmont’s speech was 
carefully prepared and covered the ground 
fully in setting forth the reasons that im- 
pelled the President to resort first to the at- 
tempt to settle the Canadian con- 
troversy. by diplomatic negotiation, and 
then, when his purpose was frustrated 
by an obstinate Senate that is bent on con- 
verting all Administration measures into 
occasions for making party capital, to fall 
back upon the policy of retaliation as sug- 
gested by his message. He did not neglect 
to.show, by the correspondence of the State 
Department, that the unfair treatment of 
the United States by Canada had been 
made the subject of afirm protest by Mr. 
Bayard. Mr, Phelps was, as usual, “sassy,” 
to the great delight of the Republicans, 
and artfully inaccurate. Mr. Cogswell of 
Massachusetts did not illuminate the 
subject, but he was bound, as the repre- 
sentative of the Gloucester fishermen, to 
say something that would let them know 
that he did not approve of the President, 
who had endeavored to give them a settle- 
ment by treaty, and who afterward startled 
the Senate by suddenly grabbing the club 
that the Republicans had endeavored to 
force prematurely into his hands. Mr. Da- 
vis, also of Massachusetts, read his speech 
from proof sheets, and said several things 
that served to og 2 the Republicans forget 
how deeply the President’s message had 
grieved them. : 

Mr. Scott had scarcely begun his speech 
when the hour for. adjournment arrived. 
He will continue it to-morrow, snd it is 
understood that it will contain some pas- 
sages of special interest to some of the Re- 
publican Senators who were conspicuous 
in opposing thé treaty. Leave to print has 
been accorded to everybody who wants to 
fill up the Congressional Kecord with re- 
marks on the message. That license ought 
to cut short the speechmaking and enable 
the House to vote on the bill to-morrow. 
The Republicans will not vote against 
the bill, but they may show their 
disposition to hamper the President and 
te postpone the operation of the retaliation 

lan by insisting upon a notification to 

reat Britain of the intention to suspend 
the laws that stand in the way of a with- 
drawal of the privilege of transshipment in 
bond and the free use of the canals.of, the 
United States. As they are maintaining 
that he could have proceeded to retaliate 
without further power than that conferred 
by the Retaliation bill of 1887, their argu- 
ments for notification seem to cross the as- 
sertion that the President could have ac- 
complished everything by shutting out free 
fish. o 

Senator Stewart of Nevada has his own 
notions of the ‘‘ceurtesy of the Senate,” 
and he put some of them on record to-day. 


When the Chinese Exclusion bill was taken 
up as untinished business Mr. George stated 
that he desired te submit some remarks 
upon the measure. He was, however, feel- 
ing quite unwell, and he therefore asked 
unanimous consent that the bill be laid 
over until to-morrow. To the great sur- 
prise of everybody in the Chamber Mr. 
Stewart entered an objection. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson’was so astonished that he jumped 
up and exclaimed that never within 
his memory had such a_ request as 
that made by Mr. George been refused. Mr. 
Stewart increased the interest in his course 
by declaring that as Mr. George was in 
favor of the Exélusion bill, it would be just 
as well if he let it be passed to-day and 
make his speech to-morrow. Mr. Spooner 
replied by making a formal motion that the 
bili be laid over. As there was no doubt 
that this would be adopted Mr. Stewart 
withdrew his objection and himself asked 
for a postponement. Mr. George then de- 
clined to accept postponement and went on 
to deliver his speech. His voice was low 
and it was evident that he was 
speaking under difficulties. After answer- 
ing some of the political assertions made by 
Mr. Teller yesterday Mr, George declared 
that the introduction of Chinese into this 
country was brought about by the Repub- 
lican Party. As for the pending bill, he 
had no doubt of the constitutionality of the 
proposed logislation. No other Senator de- 
sired to speak, and when Mr. George sat 
down the billwas at once put upon its 
passage. The vote was unanimous for the 
measure, but only 32 Senators were present. 
This was less than a quorum, and as it was 
too late in the day to call in the absentees 
the Senate adjourned, leaving the final vote 
on the bill to be taken to-morrow.

LITTLE DONE AT THE FIRST SESSION 
OF THE CONVENTION. 

St, PauL, Minn., Sept. 5.—The Republican 
State Convention met at 12:30 o'clock to-day, 
and pursuant to an agreement entered into last 
night between the McGill and Scheffer men, the 
Hon. John L. Gibbs ef Freeborn County was 
elected temporary Chairman by acclamation, 
the Merriam men declining to show their hands. 
After the election of temporary Seeretaries the 
Chair was instructed to appoint a Committee 
on Resolutions, consisting of 13 members. The 
Chairman of this committee is Gordon E. 
Cole, a pronounced tariff reformer, but the other 
members are more noted for their friendship 
for the leading candidates. A country delegate 
moved taat the Committee on Credentials be in- 
structed to recognize ho proxy, except such 
proxy be frem the county he represents. This 
was against all precedents, but was carried, and 
was a body biowto the Merriam men, as under 
it several of the prominent Republicans 
of the State who favored him were 
ruled out. Among them was the Hon. Frank 
Davis of Minneapolis, who was to nominate 
Merriam, National Committeeman Evans, and 
others. The, Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization as appointed was another black eye for 
Merriam, but on the Committee on Credentials 
each candidate had equal representation. After 
the appointment of the various committees the 
convention took a recess until.4 o’clock, but at 
that hour the Committee on Credentials sent 
word that they weuld not be able te report 
until 7:30, whereupon the convention took 
another recess. 

During the afternoon there was a love feast, 
the principal speakers being [Senator Conger of 
Michigan, National Committeeman Evans, and 
Ignatius Dennelly. When the convention re- 
assembled at 8 o’clock the Committee on Cre- 
dentials was still in session, so the convention 
listened to more speeches. Every reference 
to Biaine was received with tumultuous ap- 
plause, in marked contrast to that given 
to Harrison, and Morton. At 9 o’clock the 
Committee on Credentials reported. The report 
was signed by all the members, but. there were 
eight contests, and as soon as the report was 
read the wrangling began, firat over the report 
on Traverse County. After admitting the regu- 
lar delegation from Traverse County the report 
of the Committee on Credentials was adopted, 
and at 10:30 the convention adjoOurmed until 
to-morrow morning.

Boston, Sept. 1. 

Employes of the Cumberland Mills: 

As you know, politics were never mixed in 
the relations of Mr. Warren, Sr., to the men at 
his mills, and we need hardly say that the same 
policy will be observed in the future, and thata 
political opinion or yote counts for nothing in 
the attitude of the ewners toward their em- 
ployes. We see no reason, however, why we 


matter}. relating directly to the business, 
while silence may seom acquiescenee in state- 
ments put forward in the alleged interests of 
manufacturers with which we do not agree.

A GREAT GRAPE OROP. 
Kineston, N. Y., 
shipments of the finest and most prolific crop of 
Coneord grapes ever grown along the Hudson 
Valley are now being made to New-York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, and to other points. Returns 
from 70 points where the largest vineyards are 
situated show that the yield between Cornwall 
and Coeymans on the west shore of the Hudson 
and from a distanee of from one to twelve miles 
inland, and frem Fishkill to Hudson on the east 
shore, will exceed that of any previous year by 
at least 9,000 tons. In the territory named 
the increase in acreage has been remarkably 
large. Tbe heaviest shipments will be made in 
this order: Highland, Marlborough, German- 
town, Trivoli, Olintondale, Milton, Esopus, 
Cornwall, Mountaindale, New-Paltz, Wallkill, 
Gardiner, Catskill, Fishkill, Newburg, Middle- 
hope, Barrytown, Coxsackie, Hudson, Castleton, 
Oper mane and Saugerties. 

What the growers will do with all their grapes 
isa puzzle. Tons of fruit will be stered all 
through the latter half of September and the 
entire menth ef October in houses specially 
built for that purpese. The growers will hold 
the grapes, if possible, until Christmas, though 
the bulk of the stored fruit will probably reach 
New-York by Dec. 10. Scores of speculators 
are now going from one point to another along 
the valley buying hundreds of tons of Concorda. 
Large purchases bave also been made by agents 
of wine-making houses.

JACKSONVILLE UNABLE -: TO 
PROTEOT ITSELF ALONE. 
THE FEVER SPREADING AND NO PLACE 
TO WHICH TO FLEE EXCEPT 
WRETCHED CAMP PERRY. , : 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 5.—That the 
situation here is now very grave all acknewl- 
edge. The new cases are beginning to be se 
numerous as to fairly overwhelm the doctors 
and some of them have fallen ill under this over- 
work. Dr. F. H. Caldwell of Sanford will arrive 
to-night to take charge of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
and Dr. Porter ef Key West has been tele- 
graphea for also. This will help out some, but 
more physicians and nurses are needed. The 
few here demand prices that the majority of the 
people cannot pay. As all business is dead 
there is a scarcity of money. At the associa- 
tion meeting to-day the question of issuing an 
appeal fer aid was thoroughly discussed and 
finally the following was sent ont: 
To pA aed and Fellow-citizens of the Untted 
We, the authorized representatives of the city of 
Jacksonville, recognizing the fact that the epidemic 
has now reached sucha stage that our own funds 
are insufficient either to cope with the many cases 
of absolute necessity for the engagement of nurses 
or for numerous other demands upon us; and 
whereas, in the absence of all business many of our 
able citizens are unable to furnish further funds, 
wejnow think we are justified in accepting the 
ma willing offers of aid that have been 
received from you. We therefore wish our fellow- 
citizens of the United Statesto know that we will 
gratetully receive the aid they have offered, and that 
any contributions will be used for the benefit of 
ose in need, and where it will do the most g 
We a ag that any such contributions may be 
forwarded to James M. Schumacher, President of 
the First National Bank and Chairman of our Fi- 
nance Committee, 
Neal Mitchell, President of Duval County Board 


of Health; D. T. Geron, Acting Mayor; ,P. MoQuaid, 
Acting President of Citizens’ Auxiliary Association. 


Mr. McDuff, on behalf of the special commis- 
sion to locate camp, reported that the commis- 
sion had selected a site on the Florida Railway 
and Navigation Company’s line, at the seven- 
mile post, and had purchased 20 acres of land 
at $7 50 an acre. Se further stated that the 
men were already engaged in getting out the 
lumber, and that the werk would be pushed for- 
ward vigorously. Mr. MoDuff said that the com- 
mittee recommended the purehase of 20 acres 
in addition to that already purchased, and au- 
thority to employ a surveyor, and suggested 
that the camp be called Camp Mitchell, in honor 
of the President of the Board of Health, as a 
mark of appreetation of his valuable services, 
which latter suggestion was unanimously 
adopted. ‘ 

Dr. R. P. Daniel reported the action of the 


‘Board of Health in deesiding that it was neoes- 


sary te establish systematic medical assistance, 
which should be available at all times. At 
present the disease, though increasing, could be 
controlled by the resident physicians provided 
they could keep well; but some of the most 
energetic and valuable physicians, including 
Dr. Fernandez and Dr. Stalleswerck, were now 
il. The Board of Health, therefere, to relieve 
the situation would to-dzy make arrangements 
to previde some physicians, who should be 


‘available night and day for emergencies. I[t 


had accepted the generous offer of services of 
Dr. Caldwellof Sanford and Dr. Porter of Key 
West. Dr. Daniel said that the physicians 
would probably be stationed for the present at 
the ambulance at Pine-Street Bridge, it being 
thought that it would be well for the Roreeraee 
uraes 68- 
tablished by the Relief Committee. 
' President W. D. Chipley of the Pensacola and 
Atlantic Road telegraphed the association that 
Tennessee would allow Jacksonville refugees to 
pass through her territory in locked cars. Tho 
car must be locked east of Baldwin, and the 
tickets delivered to the conductor of the Florida 
Railway and Navigatien Company to be passed 
by him to the next conductor. The car must be 
provided with lights, lunch, &o., before starting, 
aud not unlocked again to renew iee under 
proper regulations until it reached Tennessee 
or Kentucky. 

President McQuaid was directed to telegraph 
the authorities at Washington and make a requi- 
sition for necessary supplies and funds to pay 
for sanitary work and guards and also to try to 
arrange.to obtain 200 tents from Egmont Key 
on account of Surgeon-General Hamilton. 

A most pitiful case came to light to-day. “Mra, 
Storck, who died at 120 East Forsyth-street, 
died of what was said to be heart disease yeater- 
day. This merning har body was still lying in 
the same condition in-which she died with the 
rest of the family, except & boy, ill in the house. 
The boy stood at the door crying for food. A 
gentleman hearing the child went to a neigh- 
boring house and begged food for him. It is 
now ascertained that Mrs. Storck died of yel- 
low fever and the body remained unburied for 
80 hours. 

Owing to objections from Live Oak, supposed 
to have been interposed by Surgeon-General 
Hamilton, the speciai througk train to Nasb- 
ville, Tenn., did not leave this morning as ad- 
verti The conference yesterday tween 
the authorities and the Surgeon-General proved 
# failure in every respect. The city representa- 
tives included Dr. Neal Mitchell, President 
Duvai of the County Board of Health, J. M. 
Schumacher, Chairman of the association’s 
Finance Committee; P. E. McMurray of the 
Executive Committee, and several others. A 
“special,” consisting of a combination car, 
dirty and gto go was furnished, and the com- 
mitteemen had te make themselves as comfort- 
able as possible. Arriving at Camp. Perry 
Dr. Guiteras welcomed them and took 
them to his headquarters, a small 
frame building used as a telegraph 
offiee also and ill-furnished. Surgeen-General 
Hamilton was there ana Dr. Mitchell introduced 
the party. The Surgeon-General seemed some- 
what stiffin his manner and plainly regarded 
the Jacksonville Committee in no very pleasant 
light, motioned the visitors to chairs while he 
took aseat on the side of a canvas cot. Dr. 
Mitcheil stated that the object of the conference 
and the position of the people of Jacksonville 
would be presented to him by Vive-President 
McQuaia of the Citizens’ Auxilliary Sanitary 
Association, Mr. McQuaid arose to speak, but 
Dr. Hamilton waved him back into his chair 
with the remark that, ‘‘This meeting is simply 
an informal one.’ Mr. McQuaid d that he 
represented Col. Daniel, the President of the 
Asdociation, whose eiekness kept him at home, 
but that he could speak for the people and their 
needs. He began to explain what had been 
done a8 prefatory to what should be done, when 
the Surgeon-General suggested that as this 
meeting was presumably for business ‘it had 
better be got at at once.” 

**I know that,” replied Mr. McQuaid sh A 
‘“‘and I am eoming to business right now. It is 
highly important, we think, to depopulate the 
city as far as possible, and that is what we want 
to confer about, Many of our people won't 
come here into this camp; peer have the means 
to go where they wish, and they desire an ep- 
portunity to de so—that 1s, to such places as are 
willing te receive them.” 

Dr. Mitchell said: “Surgeon Hamilton, can 
we go to the points now open to us?” 

’ The Surgeon-General replied that he eouldn’t 
answer that question, but that the Augusta con- 
ference had said ‘* No,” very emphatically. 

Dr. Mitohell asked what reasens those men at 
Augusta had assigned for the position taken by 
them, to whioh the Surgeon-General made an- 
ewer that they considered no place likely te be 
exempt from fever if refugees from Jackson- 
ville were permitted to scatter everywhere. Mr. 
McQuaid again asked if it would not be possible 
for the Sargeen-General to arrange for getting 
the Jacksonville people out of that city, and 
two or three others, thinking that the time was 
short, took occasion to ask a few questions 
about the condition of the camp and whether or 
not jt was a tit payee to whieh to send respect- 
able people. They explained that it had been a 
part of their purpose to inspect this camp in or- 
order to report upon its condition, but that it 
looked as if the 10 minutes allewed for this in- 
terview would hardly permit it. 

The Surgeon-General was annoyed at this 
and said: ** Your people will all have te come to 
this camp at present if they want to get away. 
Igame here upon invitation and don’t propose 
to be buildoz one bit. 1 have been here now 
two heurs and want to get away at ence. I 
have been abused and berated by the people of 
Jaeksonville and called ali serts of names by 
the Jimes-Union and—’ Here Mr. McQuaid 
and Mr. McMurray explained that in their indig- 
nation citizens had criticised the Surgeon-@en- 
eral’sofficial acts, but that the association hud 
never done 80.

MR. SPRECKELS WANTS MORE BOATS. 

San FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—The Hawaiian 
Legislature has made appropriations of $24,000 
asamail subsidy to the Océanie Steamship 
Company for the eoming year. The subsidy, 
added to that of New-South Wales, New- 
Zealand, and the United States, makes a net 
annual allowanee of $292,000 paid te the com- 
pany. The gross subsidy is somewhat larger, 
but it is reduced by payments which the compa- 


ny makes tothe celonialjauthorities. Encouraged 
by the extension of the mail contract the 
increased allowance by the United States and 
the possible extension of the contract for five 
yearsfrom November, 1889, Mr. Spreckels is 
thinking of adding one or more steamers to the 
fleet already owned by him. His idea is to 
build the steamers either in Philadelphia at 
Cramp’s yards, or at the Union Iron Werks’ shi 

yard at. the Potrer’s. In either case he could 
give the vessels his close attention dur- 
ing their construction. His idea is to 
have them _iarger, faster, and better 
ointed than the Mariposa or Alameda, 
ough these steamships are commonly con- 
sidered among thé finest American steamships 
afioat. The new véssels are expected te steam 
along at the rate of 16 or 17 knots an hour all 
the way to the colonies, which would materially 
reduee the time, enabling the company te get 
additional bonuses fer extra speed. Should 
he deeide upon building these steamers, Mr. 


Spreckels would have them and their speed as 


an additional inducement for the colony people 
te extend the contract and for the United 
States Government to increuse its subsidy. 
Capt. George H. Douglass departs for the East 
next Wednesday, presumably on business con- 
nected with the new scheme. 





THE VERMONT MAJORITY, 

BURLINGTON, Sept. 5.—At 12 o’clock to- 
nignt official returns have been received from 
217 out the 243 towns in the State, leaving 26 
yet to hear from. These towns give Dilling-

Seely, (Prob.,) 1,281, which gives Dillingham a 
plurality in these towns of 27,612 and a ma- 
jority of 26,331..

A FRENCH RAILWAY DISASTER. 

Paris, Sept. 5.—An express train from 
Dijon left the rails: last night while onits way 
to Paris, blocking the road. The Italian night 
mail train ran into the disabled train and was 
wrecked. Thirty persons were killed ant eight 
injured. 

Later reports from the scene of the aceident 
show that 40 persons were injured. They were 
removed to Dijon and placed in the hospital.

Both engines were hurled 
down an embankment and elght cars were 
wrecked, Several bodies are still in the débris. 

According to the latest report nine persons 
were killed, thirteen severely injured, and many 
more sligktiy injured.

The accident is attributed to the unusual 
speed at which the train was running and the 
bad condition of the roadway.

LESTER WALLAOK VERY ILL. 


STRICKEN WITH APOPLEXY YESTERDAY 
AT HIS SUMMER HOME. 

Lester Wallack was yesterday morning, 
without the slightest warning, strieken with 
apeplexy at his home at Stamferd, Conn., and 
since that time has been in a complete state of 
unconsciousness. At a late hour last night the 
medical men in attendance thought that Mr. 
Wallack was alittle better, but unless a speedy 
change in his condition occurs it is improbable 
that his life can-be prolonged for more than a 
few hours. 

Mr. Wallack has been during the Summer at 
his charming country residence at South View, 
near Stamford, Conn. On Tuesday night he re- 
tired at his usual hour. Mr. Wallack was never 
in the habit of rising early, and yesterday morn- 
ing was no exception to the rule. He had his 
breakfast in bed, and when his son Arthur 
entered the room abeut 10 o’clock he was read- 
ing the morning paper. Nething appeared to be 
the matter wita him, but in a few moments his 
son noticed a sudden change pass over 
him. He commenced talking in a wan- 
dering, unintelligible manner, and short 
ly afterward was seized with convulsions. 
Medical aid was at once snmmoned, and Dr. A. 
Hurlbut of Stamford quickly arrived, and in the 
absence of Dr. John T. Metcalfe, the family 
physician, Dr. Robert F. Weir was summoned 
from New-York. He arrived in the afternoon 
and gaveit as his opinion that Mr. Wallack 
would not live through the night. Dur- 
ing the day Mr. Wallack was seized 
with 18 or 20 convulsions, and some of these 
were very severe. The doctors were amazed 
at the manner in which he pulled through them 
all, and said that nothing but his iron constitu- 
tien had kept him alive. If the clet of blood on 
the brain which has caused the attack should 
disperse and Mr. Wallack regain consciousness 
the doctors think that with his strong constitu- 
tion he might ultimately recover. 

There was net much sign of this much-desired 
change last night, however, at 9 o’clock. His 
pulse was stronger and he was breathing alittie 
more naturally, so that the physicans had 
greater hopes than they had had before. He 
suffered no pain, but gavena sign of recognition 
to anyone. Dr. Hurlbutt and his nurses from 
eres Hospital watch the patient continu- 
ously. 

Telegrams were yesterday morning sent to 
Mr. Wallack’s relatives and intimate friends as 
so008 as the dangerous nature of the attack was 
realized. Last night there were at the house 
Mr. and Mrs. Charlies Wallack, Mr. and Mra. 
Arthur Sewell, Mr. and Mrs. Harold Wallack, 
Arthur Wallack, Theodore Moss, and Joba D. 
Townsend, Mr. Wallack’s Iawyer. In the after- 
neen the Rey. Dr. Braithwaite or Stamford 
called at the house. The family and the serv- 
ants were gathered around the bedside 
of the sick man and Dr. Braithwaite conducted 
a short but exceedingly touching service. 
Telegrams of sympathy poured in all day. They 
came frem Col. cCaull, A. M. Palmer, Mr. 
Hooley of Chicago, and hosts ef ether friends to 
whom the news had traveled. The members of 
the Wallack family are completely prostrated 
by the misfortune which has so suddenly be- 
fallen them. Such an event was totally un- 
looked for, and their grief is increased by the 
fact that Mr. Waliack is unconscious and recog- 
nizes no one, with the very grave possibility 
that he may pass away without ever again 
speaking to or recognizing these who hold him 
most dear. 

In &tamford, where Mr. Wallack is universally 
popular, the utmost sympathy is expressed for 
the stricken family. The sad event has east a 
gioom over the plate, and last night 1t was 
every whore the subject of conversation. 


LOOKS LIKK A RICOH TRUST. 


BUT THE GENERAL COUNSEL OF THE 
COMBINATION SAYS IT IS NOT. 

Cuicago, Sept. 5.—An extensive combi- 
nation has been formed of Chicago, St. Paul, 
Pittsburg, and New- York capitalists for the pur- 
pose of handling, milling, and marketing rice, 
with the ultimate design of controlling the 
entire rice product of the South. There has 
been subscribed $2,500,000, and an immediate 
investment of $200,000 has been made in New- 
Orleans in elevators for the storage of rice, a 
mill for eleaning, and in facilities for handling 
it. The projectors of the company will operate 
upon this year’s crop, and within the last three 


menths several meetings of the shareowners 
have been held in this city. Mr. A. Leo Weil of 
Pittsburg, the general counsel forfthe syndicate 
is temporarily stopping at the Hotel Richelieu 
here. He has just returned from New-Orleans, 
where he has been in the interest of the combi- 
nation. When asked to-day about the syndicate 
and its purposes he was apparently disinclined 
to be interviewed.” 

‘This is a private business enterprise,” said 
he, “‘in which are engaged a number of gentile 
men who have avoided notoriety and sought to 
conduct their business without unnecessary 
publicity.” Mr. Weil refused to ,give their 
names. He said that the facts were as 
stated above, but declared that the organiza- 
tion was not a trust in the ordimary aceeptation 
of the word. The combination conirols a new 
process of milling riee, he added, and would rely 
for profits on the use of patent machinery, im- 
proved methods of handling the grain, and in 
running the business of rice dealing upon a cash 
basis. A mill on the levee at New-Orleana wiih 
a daily capacity of 1,000 barrels will be ready 
for the machinery in 10 days. Milis at 
Charleston and Savannah, the other two chief 
centres of the rice industries, are to be erected, 
but not until next year. While Mr. Weil was of 
the opinion that the eombinatien could easily 
suppress all competition, he maintained that 
the increased savings and the inereaseda product 
secured by the new system would make rice 
cheaper, not dearer. 


DYING AND IN WANT. 


NEWTON GOTTHOLD BEYOND THE 
REACH OF RECOVERY. + 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 5.—J. Newton 
Gotthold, the well-known and pepular actor, 
author, and manager, is dying at his pretty lit- 
tle home ia Sewickley, near this city. He is 
-eonfined te his bed, and Dr. Murray, who is at- 
tending him, says he will never leave it alive. 
Mr. Gotthold has been for some time a sufferer 
from Bright’s disease of the kidneys. He ar- 
rived home Monday week, and was barely able 
to reach it, se weak had he become from his 
sickness. He is totally blind. At times his 
mind wanders and he knows nothing. Nooneis 
allowed to see him, and when he is rational he 
seems to realize that his end is near. His wife, 
formerly an actress, Miss May Ricard, ia with 
him, but as she has been aninvalid for 15 years, 
she can do nothing forhim.

MR. THURMAN’S WELCOME 


OROWDS GREET HIM ON HIS 
JOURNEY TO NEW-YORE. 
THE CANDIDATE FOR VICE-PRESIDENT 
IN. THE BEST OF HEALTH-—HIS RE- 

CEPTION IN THIS CITY. 

Allen G. Thurman, nominee of the Democ- 
racy for Vice-President, arrived in this city yes- 
terday afternoon, and in the course of a few 
hours satisfied his admirers that he was not 
only physically able to withstand the effect of 
& political campaign, but was mentally more 
than capable of giving the Democratic Party 
valuable aid toward the eleetion of Mr. Cleve- 
land and himself, At the end ofa long and 
tiresome journey by rail Mr. Thurman exhib- 
ited few symptoms of fatigue, and was in such 
splendid spirits that those who welcomed him 
were delighted to find that none among the 
thousands who would welcome him on Thurs- 
day evening at Madison-Square Garden would 
think of his years while listening to his speech. 

Mr. Thurman’s journey from Columbus te 
New-York occupied exactly 20 hours. His train 
arrived at Pittsburg at 3 O’closk yesterday 
morning, and as the distinguished traveler was, 
very properly, sound asleep, no one had the 
temerity to ask him foraspeech. He was com- 
pelled to taik, hewever, at Harrisburg and also 
to shake hands, for the Pennsylvania Demo- 
erats who got within reach of him would net be 
shaken off without a hand clasp. He warned W. 
N. Hensel, who boarded the train at Harrisburg 
and was tointroduce him at Lancaster, to in- 
form everybody that handshaking was posi- 
tively barred. ‘And, Hensel,” Mr. Thurman 
called out as the Pennsylvania statesman 
walked toward the end of the car, “don’t as- 
cribe my inability to shake hands to gout or to 
rheumatism or to any physical defect, but 
slmply to tiredness.” 

Hensel laughed and premised to obey orders, 
but when in introducing Mr. Thurmanijhe alluded 
to the latter as “the noblest Romarg of them 
all,” Mr. Thurman suggested that, if it were 
feasibie, it would be afavor to him as well as 
to the public to shoot the next man who so 
described him. 

In his speech at Lancaster Mr. Thurman 
talked of the country, its people, and its prod- 
ucts. He is a frequent visitor there, as his 
sister lives there. Two of her sons boarded 
Mr. Thurman’s special car and rode with him 
to Philadelphia. The stop at Coatesville was so 
. short that his speech was cut short by the 
sudden departure of the train. At every 
peint at which any stop of consequence was 
made the people turned out and gave 
the great Ohioan a hearty welcome. No oppor- 
tunity for speechbmaking or for a demonstration 
of any sort§#was given at Philadelphia, anu the 
train seudded through New-Jersey as if it Were 
1p a great hurry toreach New-York. During a 
short stop at Trenton some one in the great 
crowd that thronged the station and vicinity 
called out, ‘‘You’re looking well, Judge.” Mr. 
Thurman promptly replied: *“ And I’m feel- 
ing well, too; I always feel well in the midst of 
a campaign.” The crowd laughed and cheered 
and the train moved off. 

There was an enthusiastic crowd in waiting 
when the train reached Newark. While every- 
body else stood eutside and cheered or waved 
bandanas one stalwart Jerseyman made his 
way into Mr. Thurman’s car and seizing that 
gemtloman’s right hand squeezed it until the 
owner was compelled to order a hait. Mr. 
Thurman felt constrained to say that he did not 
like such a display of physical force. The Jer- 
seyman blew out his chest and calmly replied: 
“But you must like it, and [ advise you, before 
you come to Newark, to get aniron glove, be- 
cause we’re bound to squeeze your hand, Judge.” 
Then he bolted outof the car and the train 
rolled on its way to Jersey City. 

The ferryboats that ran between Cortlandt- 
street and the Pennsylvania Railroad station at 
Jersey City between 3 and 4o’clock yesterday 
afternoon carried an unusually large number of 
people. Hundreds of them found seats in the 
spacious waiting room, while other hundreds 
wandered up and down outside or tound their 
way through the turnstiles to the railroad plat- 
form. The latter, however, contained few peo- 
ple until-after the arrival by a Desbrosses- 
street boat of an open carriage drawn by four 
handsome bays, each of whieh carried a pair of 
rosettes made ef bandana hankerchiefs in piace 
of blinkers. The occupants of tae carriaze 
were William H. Barnum, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee; Calvin 5. 
Brice, Chairman of the National Campaign Com- 
mittee; Herman Oelrichs, Executive Commit- 
teeman, and ex-Gov. James E. English of Con- 
necticut. Mayor Orestes Cleveland of Jersey 
City was waiting for the party, and headeu it as 
it strolled through the waiting room and out 
upon the platform. 

The quintet wore large white and red silk 
badges, and wheir presence was taken as a sig- 
nal that Thurman’s train could not be far off. 
The crowd at once began to thicken. The 
othece employes rushed to the windows. The 
yardmen and such engineers and firemen as 
were disengaged took positions of vantage. 
Capt. Farrier and a squad of pelice marched 
into the station yard. Residents of New-York 
and Jersey City who wanted to catch the first 
glimpse of Thurman began to number bun- 
dreds instead of tens. Among the enterprising 
ones were Police Commissioners Smith and 
Nugent of Jersey City, F. G. Wolvert, one of 
Hudsen County’s most prominent Democrats; 
Silas Dewitt of Warren County, Assemblyman 
John Feeney, Jeremiah Cleveland, and ex-As- 
semblymen P. T. Wanser and J. Herbert Potts. 

As the shrill tones of a locomotive’s bell an- 
nounced thecoming of the 4 o’clock express 
people flocked into the station from every point 
furnished with a passage. Those who hoped 
that Thurman’s welcome might be a slender 
one saw the hope waein vain. But for the per- 
sistent efferts of the police hundreds of patriots 
would have bloeked the path from the train to 
the gate. As it was, the visitor from Ohio had 
a pretty difficult task cut out for him in a 
journey of a hundred yards,so anxious was 
everybody to getclose to him, either for a shake 
of the hand or for asmile ora word. The pas- 
senugers on the train did not act as passenzers 
generally do upon arriving at Jersey City. They 
did not make a rush for the ferryboat as 
if the last beat was upon the poiuat 
of casting loose in jus: five seconds. 
They left the cars, but they drew up In line on 
the stone platferm, much te the discomfort of 
the menin blue jumpers and overalls. The 
yardmen and trainmen were determined, how- 
ever, to get within range of Mr. -Thurman, and 
the moment he stepped from his car @ number 
of them broke through the line. One swung his 
hat and called for “Three cheers for Thurman.” 
Of course the cheers were given, and they were 
followed by ether cheers. Mr. Thurman lifted 
his hat—he wore a black Prinee Albert, black 
waistcoat and trousers, and silk hat—and 
showed his gray locks, his closely-trimmed gray 
beard, his broad forehead, clearly-cut features, 
and bright gray eyes. 

“That's the old man,” shouted an engineer, 
and the sheut drove the crowd ever closer than 
it had been to Mr. Thurman. He walked dewn 
tho platform arm in arm with William H. Bar- 
num, to whom he had jokingly said: * Still in 
the service, I see.” In his right hand Mr. Thur- 
man carried acane. He leaned upon it as he 
stepped from the car, bui found he couldn’t 
carry @ cane and lift his hat with one hand, so 
he handed his cane to Mr. Barnum just as the 
latter said: “How are yeu feeling, Judge?’ 
He liftea his hat and smiled at the cheering 
crowd as he replied: ‘Oh, I'm feeling first- 
rate except that [I have a cold.” Tuen he de- 
voted himself entirely to the crowd, which, in 
ite desperate efforts to get near the canaidate 
for second place on the Democratic ticket al- 
most carried him and the ex-Senator from Con- 
nectieut off their feet. Thurman’s symbol, the 
bandana, was waved at himon every side and 
from the galleries at the eastern and southern 
sides of the station. How Mr. Thurman reached 
his carriage without meeting witha mishap is 
difficult to understand, for many younger and 
naturally stronger men were pretty roughly 
handled by a crowd that was too eager to grat- 
ify its single desire to be polite. 

Oneein his carriage Mr. Thurman smiled at 
his ease. He paid no attention to the wind that 
was sweeping through the ferryhouse, for he 
held his hat in his band notil the word was 
given fer the start. The four bays showed a de- 
sire to make a dash fer the ferryboat in order 
to show their appreciation of the party cheer. 
In the carriage with Mr. Thurman sat Calvin &. 
Brice, Herman Oelrichs, and Willlam H. Bar- 
num. This carriage was followed by anosber in 
whieh were ex-Gev. English, Allen W. Thurman, 
the latter’s sen, and Alien G. Thurman’s grand- 
son, Allen G, Thurman, Jr., a bright-looking boy 
of 10 years; Congressman Beriah Wilkina of 
Onio, and W. Alien Taylor, Mr. Thufman’s sec- 
retary. 

Everything went well on the ferryboat, which, 
of course, was crowded. Mr. Thurman was in 
lirst-rate spirits. His welcome had been in 
every way Satisfactory, and he was somewhat 
surprised at ita extent, considering that it was 
not generally known until yesterday morning 
that he wouid arrive in the afternoon. He dis 
cusséd the situation in the West with his com- 
Panions, and gave them very plainly to under ~ 
stand that he considered Indiana solidly fixed 
io the Democratic column. He forgot all about 
the tired fee in his right hand whenever 
any one as the privilege of a pan«d-clasp.

ment of his time was oceupied either in | 


acknowledging salutations, auswering the ques- 
tions of Senator Barnum, or in telling etories of 
former trips with that gentleman. 

The most picturesque part of Mr. Thurman’s 
‘welcome was tocome. A double cerdon of _ 
lice kept 2,000 peeple or more from packing 
Desbrosses-street in the neighborhood of the 
ferry. Within 50 yardsof the latter, some in- 
side and some outside the police lines, were 
ranged 30 carriages, all of them filled with rep- 
resentative Democrats, some of natienal, some 
of State, and others of lecal reputation. ‘The 
70 police, under the eommand of Inspector 
Steers and Capt. Gastlin, investéd thiémselves 
with their most commandailig mién as the 
boat which carriéd Mr. Thuritidn bitiped into 
her pier. A hundred or more enthusiasts be- 
gan cheering before a single passenger had 
left thé boat, but their cheers wéte very weak 
in comparison with the shout of weleome that 
greeted the rmiling-faced candidate as the four 
Days dashed tn sight. Probably 50 per ceht 
of the crowd were workingmen, and these were 
evideiitly detérmined to get more than & glimpse 
of Thitthan, for Whén the four bays trotted up 
Desbrosses-street tlie greater part of the crowd 
broke into a run and; keeping to the sidewalks, 
made just as good time as the hersea fera 
wenderful distance, At least 100 0f the then 
who mét Mf. Thurman af thé fétry were ona 
level with his earriage when 16 turned from 
Washington-square into Fiftb-avenue, | 

The procession df carriages Was not iniinpos- 
ing. The carriages in whith sat Mr. Thatman 
and those who met bim at Jersey City; and 
those occupied, by bis own party were followed 
by about 30 others in Which sat mouty Wattor- 
soi, Dantel Douv¢bértt, Rrehard Croker, Gen. 
Corse, Postmaster ef Boston; Senator John N. 
Daniel of Virginia, Maurice J. Power, Controller 
Myéts, Street CommMisstoner Coleman; Congréss- 
mah Springér of _ Iiliticis, Gen. Ben- 
jamin Le . Fevre Henry ©. Sempl of 
‘Alabama, B. B. Smalley of Verniont, James 
L. Ridgway ot Brooklyn, William P; Mitchell, 
ex-Gov: Léon Abbétt of New-Jersey; Gen. Chng- 
man of North Carolina, Gen, J. 8. Fallerton of 
St, Louis, Shorig Hugh J. Grant, Thomas F, 
Gilroy, Gen. B. FL Leé, of Néw-Jersey, Judge

Fhe roaté of thé procession ws through 
Desbrosees-street to Hudson; threugh the 
latter to Spring, and from Spring to Macdougal, 
thénce aroadnd Washifn¢gton-square to Fifth- 
avenue. Every hose ard storé on the streets 
mentioned played a@ part in the welcome, as 
few of their occupants remained out Of sight as 
thé provession passed. Many howses wéte de- 
corated with flags arid bandanas. Cheers were 
frequently given. On nearly every corner stood 
a crowd aud nearly every erowd had a welcom- 
ing showt for Mr. Cléveland. The pro- 
cession twéreased in Iehgeth as the goal 
was neared. Every driver who canwht 
a glimpse of Thurman wheeled his steéd 
in line, no matter whether the said steed pulled 
a coal cart or atrttck wagon, The foot guards 
kept up the pate until Fifth-avenue was 
reached. There many of them ¢éould no longer 
stand the exértion and dropped out of the lite, 
only to seé their places at once filled by other 
enthusiasts. A large crop of bandanas waved 
from the front of the Manhattan Club, and a 
delegation of Democrats who stood on the front 
steps gave Thurman a cheer. The windows of 
the Unien ard Lotos Clubs centained many fa:es 
as the procéasion passed. Thé attaches of the 
Prohibition ard the Republican National Com-' 
mitteés stood in front of their headquarters and 
gazed placidly at the parade. Crowds lined the 
sidewalks as Twénty-third-street was néared. 

At Twenty-third-street several thousand per- 
sons were waiting ter the visitor. Seventy 
police, under Capt. Reilly, were arguing with the 
crowd. Horsé car drivers were slowly going 
erazy as they watehéd the minutes glide by, and 
saw no chance of finishing a trip on schedule 
time. Amid cheers the proeession went on its 
way, the police having eleared a path for it. 
Upon furning into Twenty-ninth-strees Mr. 
Thurman eaught a glimpse of his own portrait 
on a gorgeeus banner, and from the 
size and enthusiasm of the crowd that 
stood tm front of a partiewlar building 
he had no difficulty in recognizing the Demo- 
eratic National Heaiquarters, Just as Mr. 
Thurman’s carriage arrived at the héadquarters, 
a pretty little girl ran to the side of the carriage 
and handed him an immense herseshoe, made 
of red roses and scarlet gladioli. The little girl, 
a daughter of John B. Trainor, received a smile 
and a hand e«lasp. The rest of the route was 
quickly Covered and amid manifestations of the 
h4artiest sort Mr. Thurman was driven to the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel aud quickly taken to a 
suite of rooits that had been prepared for him. 

It was at first provosed to give him a@ short 
reat, but Mr. Thurman announced that he was 
ready to meet all comers. His parlor was 
quickly filléd by thé&e who rode béhind him in 
the procession, and those whom he had ever 
met wére intreducéd. To Daniél Dougherty be 
said: “I'll nevér forget your speeches.” Quite 
a number of peopie saw fit to wink when he 
promiséd Col. Fellows to be very earetul 
while he rémaineéd within his jurisdiction, 
as he did not care to be_ convicted, 
In a chat with Richard Croker Mr. 
Thurman said hé felt comfortably sure of the 
result and perfectly confident of Democraiic 
success in Indiana. John M¢cSweeny, who nom- 
inated Thurman in 1880, received a warm wet- 
come and then Mr. Thurman turned to Daniel 
Dougherty, who nominated Hancock in the 
same year, and whom he had not seen since, 
Senator Cantor and ex-Commissionér Ridgway 
had just been introduced when Col. Brice in- 
quired of Mr. Thurman when he would be ready 
for dinner.

the Chicago, Burlington aiid Quincy. Fort somé 
reason prispérity hag not been its lot. Where the 
fault lies 18 hard to determine. Stockholders 
are of the opinion that the road has been un- 
wisely managed. These stockholdera, most of 
whom are aléu interested in the Chicago, Bur- 
tington dnd Quificy and other roads; are mostly 
Eastern men, who feel that there should be 
dividends, TbeBurlington’s rolling stock has 
been wortgégéd to its Boston stockholders for 
$400,000, and before long the sale of the road 
will become an imperative necessity. Pressure 
was brought to bear upep the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quinéy to purénase the road, bit owiif 
to the éxpense attendant upon the fight with 
the brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers that 
road doves nét feel able to buy any wore lines 
just at present, dnd the pftoposed deal is off. 

The atockholdéra are not at all disheartened, 
and have been thinking about other arrange- 
ments. Itis authoritatively stated that there 
will be an affiliation betwetn the Manitoba 
and the Burlington. President Hill of the 
Manitoba owns considerable Burlington atopk, 
and the two roads have always been friendly, 
the former giving the Burlington the Jargest 
share of cast-bound traflid out of St. Paul from 
the Northwest, while the latter has miadé ita 
point to reciprotate to the exolusion of the 
Northern Pacific. A deal will be effected 
in a few days by.. whith the Boston 
stockholders and the Manitoba, through its 
representatives, will’assumé control of the Bur- 
lingten and give it an impetus which will tend 
te put it on a paying basis, Following this ar- 
rangement General Manager Manvel will leave 
the Manitoba for the Burlington. During tris 
Eastern tour he attended a conference wf stock- 
holders in Boston, and there disciissed the Bur- 
lington’s futuré and resources, giving the stock- 
holders the benefit of sound advice concerning 
thé management of the road. The result was 
that he was tendered a position of trust, which 
aS been accepted. There will be sweeping 
changes follewing the inauguration of the new 
régime.

GROWERS MAKE A PROTEST. 

As a result of a circular issued by the re- 
ceivers of fruite and végétables in this city to 
producers in the Sotith, the Georgia growers 
have filéd a formal protest against what they 
Gall the excessivecharges of the railroad and 
steamship men. For meélons, vegetables, and 
highly perishable goods they ask a reduction 
in rates, and also insist that a carload should 


not constitute less than 30,000 pounds. 
dition, it is demanded that the consignees in the 
New-York markets have the exclusive right to 
sell all shipments that rs 54 rejected by them, in- 
stead of allowing the transportation company 
to secure its own auctioneer and sell the goods 
to procure its freight charges, as has been done 
in the past. The objection to this practice, as 
interposed by the growers, as well as by the 
coinmission men, is that the market is 
thereby glutted at ridiculously low prices. The 
transporters say, however, that the present ays- 
tem works considerably more advantageously, 
aud that by it notso many carloads are rejected as 
when the commission men sellthem. They hold 
that if the goods are worth niore than the 
freight the commission men will accept them, 
but if they refuse to pay the freight charges be- 
cause the goods would not sell for sufficient to 
pay them they bave no catée whatever 
to complain if the transportation . com- 
panies adopt their own methods of dis- 
posing of the fruit. The agent of the 
Otean Steamship Company says that itis quite 
likely the freight rates will be reduced, and that 
24,000 pounds will be allowed as constituting a 
carload, instead of 20,000 pounds as heretofore, 
As toallowing the receivers to sé}l rejected 
fruit, howéver, none of the lines will favor such 
a move. 


LIKELY TO CAUSE TROUBLE. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., Sept. 5.—The action of 
some of thé Eastern roads to apply the forty- 
cent rate business originating at Chicago points 
in attempting to let in & few at the intermediate 
points, such as Winona and La Crosse, on the 
forty-cent basis, while helding ether points up 
te 60 cents, is likely to raise something 6f & rew 
all along the liné.

HIG FIELD oF 3-Y&AR-oLDs—FRES-

The attendance at Sheepshead Ray yes- 
terday showed @ marked ithprovétient over the 
previous day, but it was still below thé averagé;

There seemed 
to be no particular groundwork for the rumour, 
aud Bryant early in the afternoon emphatically 
stated that the youngster could not be bought. 
_ There will be no racing at Sheepshead Bay 
to-morrow, and the public will get what 1% 
needs—a rest for at ledst one day, FB olgh had 
announced Fridays along with, the other days 
of the week, except Mondays, but no pro- 
Shap des as been gotten up, and itis said that 
he dates wete simply reserved in case any one 
else showed a disposition to appropriate them. 
Such is the spiritof harmony, which prevails 
among the jockey clubs of the East just now. 

There was only one absentee from the dozen 
entries to the first race—Jack Cocks—and of the 
11 starters euleor ae backed into pevorrsiens 
and strongly fancied by bis own people, as well 
as by the public in.general, Now or Never h 
Barnes in the saddle and ranked a good second 
chotce, with Beile d@’Or and Macbeth II. the 
other backed horses. It looked as though the 
day were to begin with the victory of favorite 
at tke commencement of the last furlong. 
There was quite a delay at the post, all the 
horses,.or rather jockeys, cutting up more or 
less. When tne flag dropped Cruiser’s head 
was in front, but be was iapped by 
Leo H. and Clay Stockton, the latter 
going to second place in the run along the back 
stretch. Rounaing the turn the lot were still in 
a close bunch, and Belle d’Or raised the hopes of 
her supporters by heading the horses. as they 
made the swing. hen the straight for home 
began, Cruiser again touk eomwmand, and half 
way down seemed a winner.

Cuicaco, Sept. 5.—The General Managers 
of lines in the territury of the Western States 
Passenger Association to-day took up the work 
of reorganizing their association where it was 
stopped last week by a row between the Wabash 
and the Chicago and Alton.

AN INSANE FREAK. ‘

William MoDougall, one ef the best conatitu- 
tional lawyers in Canada, has written « btréng 
letter to the Globe attacking ho Gearereative 
politicians for their indiécreet and defiant utter- 
ahces at. Hagersville Aylmer against the 

nited States. Mr. McDougall goes over the 
eomplaints against Canada madé by ident 
Cleveland in his message, and argues against the 
Canadian case, He says: 

“The complainants aré sixty millions of 
people, the most eee most wealthy, 
and most powerful on this coatinent. Exéept 
against attacks by iron-claas at a few seaports 
they are, as & NATION, invulnerable. We, the re- 
spondents, are almost 5,000,000, scattered 
along their northérn frontier for a distance of 
3,000 miles Without a first of éven & second-rate 
fortress on the whele line. Vessels of war or 
soldiers trained find equipped for battle we 
have none, and yet there are Knights rampant 
and baronets expectant whé insist that we are 
quite strong enough to ‘lock horns with Brother 
Jonathan.’”’ 

In closing, Mr. MoDougall says: “TI ventured 
to protest against the Canadian Government’s 
misinterpretation of the treaty aud the misrep- 
resentation, as I believe, of thé honest opinions 
and desires ef the Canadian people. I de not 
believe our industrious, peaceable, and, for the 
most part, centented Canadians aré anxiotis to 
engage in a war of retaliation, much less a war 
of carnage, with the great nation on our south- 
ern border, boeause their Government demands 
reciprocity in Commerce and navigation and 
threatens to treat us a8 Weare treating them in 
case of a refusal.” é 

The Empire, a Government organ, publishes 
to-day a dispateh from ite Ottawa eorrespondent 
whieb centains the fellowing: ‘With regard to 
Monéay’s Cabinet meeting I am in a position to 
state that the President’s messagé was 
not diseussed at all. Relative to 
the published statement that Canada has 
been ordered from the British Foreign 
Otfice to back down, and ask for somé arratigze- 
ment which will prevent trouble with the 
United States, no matter at what cost or con- 
cessions on the Dominion's part, I can state 
authoritatively that no communication on the 
subject of the President’s message has been 
received here from the Imperial Government. 
With reference to the policy the Dominion Gov- 
ernment may pursue in the matters how in 
dispute between the United States and our- 
selves, it may safely be presumed that our Gov- 
ernment will continue to take its stand upon 
its convention of 1818. Thatia the law at the 
present time, however much the Americans 
may not hke it. Hitherto the question of 
amending ita provisions has been one for diplo- 
matic corresperndence and communication. The 
resuite of diplomacy have, as every one knows, 
been nullified entirely by the action of the 
Senate at Washington. It is hoped, however, to 
resume negotiationa with the United States 
after the ovember elections, for it would 
seem almost useless te attempt to accomplish 
anything before then. If the resotrees of 
diplomacy are exhausted without a settlement 
being reached, then it 18 possible that the Do- 
minion Government would not be unwilling to 
refer its case to any eompetent and independ- 
ent tribunal, as was done in 1877.”

The .Chinese Exclusion bill received a 
unanimous: vote "in the Senate yesterday, 
but as there was no quorum present it was 
not passed. The hot haste with which this 
measure was introduced and has been 
rushed to a vote:in: both houses is thorough- 
ly discreditable.’ Under the law as it is no 
Chinese laborers .can come into this coun- 
try who have not.been here before, and of 
the few thousands that have gone away 


‘many will not try to come back, and such 


as do return will not overwhelm the Pacific 
States. China has shown a disposition to 
assent to their exclusion, and there is no offi- 
cial knowledge that her Government will 
not ratify the new treaty. International 
decency requires that she be officiaily heard 
from at least before summarily tearing up 
the treaty of 1880 atid throwing it in her 
face. We.have' the power, perhaps the 
right, to do it, but, it is unseemly conduct 
for a great nation which politicians stoop 
to in a scramble for the hoodlum vote of 
San Francisco. 








The condition of affairs in Florida is bad 
enough without exaggeration. According- 
ly we are sorry to see that “ Dr. Gray of 
Palatka,” whosoever he may be, permits 
himself to. be quoted from Chicago as au- 
thority for the statement that the fever 
would be at St. Augustine in a few days 
‘without doubt,” and would spread 
“throughout the entire South.” Perhaps 
so. But New-York is at least as good au- 
thority on yellow fever as Chicayo, and 
probably better. We have.cases here nearly 
every Summer, and that is a great deal 
more than can be said for St. Augustine,. 
even in years when the fever is actually in 
Florida. That city, which has recently 
been such a favorite resort of Northerners, 
has entirely escaped in other years when the 
fever has raged as close to it as now, while 
perhaps never before has the quarantine 
been better or the chances of preventing an 
epidemic “throughout the entire South” as 
favorable. Itis to be observed that ‘‘ Dr. 
Gray of Palatka” let drop his unfortunate 
remarks at the Chicago: Health Office while 
he was there ‘‘to get.his baggage out of the 
fumigators’ hands.” Perhaps the severity 
ofthe fumigation had something to do with 
the doctor’s irritation. And if there is 
really dangerthat the fever is going not 
only to St. Augustine, but ‘throughout the 
entire South,” we should like to know what 
the brave doctor is doing so far away from 
Palatka. The people of the “ entire South” 
and many Northerners thank him for noth- 
ing for his gratuitous prediction of epi- 
demic and for his valiant flight. 
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In taking his company to Paris Mr. Day 
performed a venturesome experiment, and 
especially in presenting such a play as 
* The Taming of the Shrew” to a commun- 
ity in which it retains none of the associa- 
tions that insure its acceptability in 
London or New-York. Nevertheless the 
experiment has been fully successful. A

It ought to 
be especially gratifying to the manager 
that a company collected and maintained 
by his individual efforte can in any respect 
sustain a comparison with companies that 
are public institutions in the excellence of 
which the Government has for generations 
taken an interest.

A recent statement set forth that Pope 
Leo finds his position in Rome becoming 
more and more insupportable on account of 
the pressure put upon him by the Italian 
Government. It is clear that should he 
ever feel disposed or compelled to leave the 
Eternal City he would not want for refuges. 
It is reported that King LEroPpoLp has just 
offered him, through Cardinal SHAFF1ANO, 
a residence in Belgium in that event. 
In Belgium he: would find a most de- 
voted body of adherents, perhaps all 
the more devout and devoted from 
the extremes to which the strong anti- 
ecclesiastical element goes in. disregard 
of church views and disbelief in churth 
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tenets, Spain, also, has assured the Pope 
of a welcome there should he leave Roma 
and unquestionably he could find a resis 
dence in Austria. But these offers must, 
perhaps, be taken rather in the light of 
tokens of veneration for the Pope than of 
real apprehension of any immediate ne- 
cessity that would cause their acceptance, 
The relations of the Vatican with the Ital- 
ian Government have often before been 
severely strained, and there appears to be 
no great increase in the tension now, al- 
though the contemplated visit of Emperor 
WILLIAM to Rome has revived the subject, 


ARE NEW-YORK DEMOCRATS FOOLS? 
Is it possible that the representatives of 
the Democratic Party who are to meet in 


convention at Buffalo next Wednesday will | 


be such fools as to renominate Gov. Hi ? 
Are they incapable of learning the lessons 
of political experience in these recent 
years? Do they not know that their party 
owes its ascendency in the Nation to-day 
to the nomination it made for Governor in 
1882, to the honorable record which the 
Governor then chosen made in office, and to 
the confidence which he inspired when that 
record made him the candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1884? Do they suppose that a 
contrary course now willlead to anything 
but the opposite result? 

It is useless to expend any further dis- 
cussion upon the character or record of 
Gov. Hirru. It is everything that Mr. 
CLEVELAND’S was not and nothing that his 
wasandis. Scarcely any attempt is made 
to defend it, because it is indefensible. His 
claim for a renomination is supported only 
by a combination of liquor dealers and by 
the lowest grade of self-seeking politicians, 
who would wreck any party that per- 
mitted them to control it. Are decent 
Democrats afraid of what Him. and 
these men may do if his claims are 
set aside? All they can do is nothing 
to what will result if they are permitted to 
succeed in their design. The corrupt polit- 
ical tools of the Governor cannot control 
many votes against the party to which 
they belong. The liquor dealers claim to 
control 50,000 in the State, some of which 
are Republican, and the rest of which they 
would fail to carry against a Democratic 
candidate if they tried. Their utmost 
power for mischief would not be great. 

But what would be the cénsequence, on 
the other hand, of making Hit the candi- 
date? A majority of the party in the State 
is at this moment opposed to his nomina- 
tion, and he would not represent its senti- 
ments and wishes. ‘Thousands of *Demo- 
crats would not support or vote for him on 
any terms. Of the large and growing inde- 
pendent vote, which for years has turned 
the scale in this State, he would not receive 
one. Of the labor vote, which is naturally 
allied with the Democratic Party, a large 
part would go against him. There is nota 
possibility that he could be elected. 

If this were all, his nomination would be 
no great calamity except as an indication 
that the Democratic Party in this State had 
sunk back to its old condition and worse, 
and was no longer worthy of the confidence 
and support of decent men. But it would bea 
peril to the national ticket and the great 
cause of reform which it represents. The 
anti-Hill Democrats and many of the inde- 
pendents would vote for Cleveland and 
Thurman in any case, and the same would 
doubtless be true of many of the working- 
men who are against Hill. But the 
tendency to go wholly for one 
side or the other in a _ ‘olitic- 
al contest is. very strong. Besides, 
there are Republicans who are disposed to 
support the cause of tariff reform with their 
votes, and independents with lingering 
sympathies for the Republican side, who 
would be disgusted with such an exhibi- 
tion of party degradation and have nothing 
more to do with a party capable of it. And 
this feeling would not be confined to the 
State of New-York. Such a stupid and 
wrong-headed nomination would not only 
insure the loss of the Governor’s office in 
this State but would imperil the Presi- 
dency. 

There are many of Hiwv’s sordid and 
selfish supporters who care little for CLEVE- 
LAND’s election. The Administration that 
is best for the country is of little use to 
them. But if the opportunity of defeating 
him through the nomination of HILt is 
given tkem it means the defeat of the Dem- 
ocratic Party after a trial of one term for 
years to come. It is suspected that HILL 
and his friends still dream of the possibility 
of his candidacy for President in the time 
to come. But let him be defeated for Gover- 
nor this year, as he surely would be, and he 
is politically dead Even if he could be 
elected at the sacrifice of the Electoral 
ticket, his nomination and treacherous 
work would be credited with the result, 
and he would be execrated by his party 
throughout the country. If both State and 
Electoral tickets were lost it would be due 
to the madness and folly exhibited in the 
nomination. There is no aspect of political 
expediency in which it can be viewed that 
does not give it the appearance of folly 
unspeakable. 


If the Governor were anything but a 
selfish and overweening demagogue he 
would take himself out of the way of the 
success of his party, which would be as- 
sured but for the division which he is pro- 
ducing in the forces that would otherwise 
co-operate to give it the vote of this State. 
There isa fine recognition of his character 
in the fear that, if set aside, his vaunted 
party fidelity would not prevent him and 
his friends from fnifing the ticket. But 
their petty and spiteful poniards would 
let little blood compared to that which 
would flow from the fearful breach that 
his nomination would make. ‘The Re- 
publican Party of this Nation, with its

THE MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATS, 

The tone of the Massachusetts Democratic 
Convention yesterday was in marked con~ 
trast with that of last year in several re- 
gards. It was more clearly in harmony 
with the spirit of the national party and 
equally removed from the vulgar bigotry of 
the old New-England Democratic Bourbons 
and from the temporizing and compromis- 
ing spirit of the modern protectionist 
Democrats. The speech of ex-Mayor 
Donovan of Lowell was at once tem- 
perate, dignified, and candid. He was 
the permanent presiding officer of the con- 
vention, and in addressing it he took occa- 
sion to make an aggressive defense of the 
policy of the Administration, quite differ- 
ent from the speech of Col. FRENCH last 
year. There was notin his speech, nor in 
the proceedings, any trace of the sneers at 
independent voters or at the reform of the 
civil service which were then indulged in. 
On the contrary, Mr. DoNoVAN paid a dig- 
nified tribute to the independents, and 
clearly and cordially recognized the purity 
of their motives, the soundness of their 
policy, and the value of their aid. 

It was, however, in the attitude of, the 
speaker and of the convention’ toward the 
issue of tariff reform that the most gratify- 
ing spirit was shown. Itis plain that the 
Democrats of Massachusetts are not afraid 
of the Mills bill, that they are not only per- 
suaded that its principles are right and 
thatits policy is a wise one, but that the 
people will give a majority to the party 
that sustains it. It is the general testimony 
of observers of the convention that the 
delegates were an unusually intelligent and 
independent set of men, that the office- 
holding and office-seeking elements were 
much less prominent than they have 
heretofore been, and that there 
was in the convention more than 
the ordinary number of _ business 
men and farmers. These men reflect the gen- 
eral sentiment of the community. A corre- 
spondent of the Evening Post, who made care- 
ful inquiries among them, found that on two 
subjects they were extremely well agreed. 
One was that the free trade and low wages 
scare had not had any effect among the 
workingmen of Massachusetts; the other 
wasthatin therural districts there was a 
decided tendency among the Republican 
farmers to support Mr. CLEVELAND. It was 
undoubtedly in recognition of these facts 
that the: presiding officer, as well as the 
convention in its resolutions, took such 
advanced ground upon the question of 
taxation. Mr. DoNovaN, in particular, 
argued in the most uncompromising man- 
ner in favor of free wool. 

We do not at this stage of the canvass 
venture the prediction that the Democrats 
can carry Massachusetts, but their pros- 
pect of doing sois very far from desperate. 
It is much better than the Republican pros- 
pect of carrying Connecticut or New-Jersey. 
All the elements that have heretofore made 
Massachusetts so certain for the Republican 
ticket are now more strongly with the 
Democrats than with their opponents. The 
intelligence, the independence, honesty, and 
political courage of the Democrats are 
greater than those of the Republicans. The 
young men of the State, who have always 
had a powerful influence upon its pol- 
itics, and who held high the stand- 
ard - of - Republicanism under ANDREW 
and SUMNER and WILSON, are now 
more generally with the Democrats, and 
find in that party far more incentive to 
their zeal and energy. The Democracy 
represents progress and reform, the princi- 
ple of freedom and popular rights against 
reaction and the grasping spirit of monop- 
oly, administrative advance, and public 
office as a public trust rather than as a re- 
ward for partisanship. Everything that 
made the contest against slavery so fasci- 
nating to the younger men of the last 
generation is to be found now, so 
far «as it is to be found at all, 
on the side of the Democrats. The 
old Bourbon spirit, the spirit of selfish 
privilege gnd of the perversion of public 
authority for the benefit of a class, is with 
the Republicans, and it cannot be concealed 
by the cloak of thin patriotism derived 
from the now settled issues of the war. 
The Democratic candidate, the Hon. WILL- 
1AM E. RUSSELL, represents the better ele- 
ment of the party, and his nomination on 
the Springfield’ platform strengthens the 
Democratic national ticket. 


OUR NORTHERN FRONTIER. 

The statement from Ottawa that the Brit- 
ish Government, in connection withthe Do- 
minion authorities, is about to examine and 
strengthen the neighborhood of San Juan, 
with a view to controlling the entrance to 
the Straits of Fuca and of Puget Sound, 
will perhaps arouse the attention of Con- 
gress to the expediency of establishing an 
American naval station in the same region. 
The importance of such a station on Puget 
Sound was referred toin the ‘last’ annual 
report of Secretary WHITNEY, and also in 
the reports of Commodore HARMONY and 
other officers. The belligerent tone lately 
introduced into the discussion of our for- 
eign affairs might properly take the less 
noisy but more practical turn of urging 
national defense. In other countries the 
sudden disturbance of friendly relations 
with a neighboring people causes a prompt 
survey of military and naval resources and 
the supply of what is lacking. It would 
be preposterous to expect the trouble with 
Canada to lead to hostilities, and yet the 
opportunity should be improved for fur- 
nishing suitable protection to our northern 
frontier. fee 

It happens that all the needs of that fron- 
tier have been fully ascertained and ex- 
plained to Congress in a report made sev- 
eral years since by a Board upon Fortifica- 
tions. Starting with the fact that seventy 
years ago a treaty between the United 
States and England limited each country 
to maintaining a trivial naval force upon 
the lakes, this report proceeded to show 
how the condition of affairs had changed 
since then.. Now the coasts of the lakes. are 
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populous that their destruction or capture 
would involve prodigious losses, Meantime 
Canada has built canals around the rapids 
of the St, Lawrence and the Falls of 
Niagara, which could admit to Lake Erie 
fleets of powerful gunboats crossing the 
ocean from Great Britain. Referring to 
specific measures, this board declared that 
the cities on Lake Erie “ could not by land 
forts be protected from bombardment. But 
Fort Wayne, on ‘the Detroit River, if sup- 
plied with suitable armament, well 
placed, could, with the assistance of 
submarine mines and torpedoes, pro- 
hibit a passage into Lake Huron. 
The canal at the Sault Ste. Marie 
would also demand a fort to protect it from 
destruction.” One method of defense sug- 
gested for Lake Erie is that of carefully in- 
specting the mercantile marine on 1t with 
a view to turning the vessels into auxiliary 
cruisers as soon a8 demanded, meanwhile 
having memoranda of what batteries they 
can take and how they are to be prepared. 
As to Lake Ontario, the report declares that 
“itis proposed to keep in one of the in- 
terior lakes of New-York vessels armed 
with light guns and furnished with self- 
moving torpedoes, to be sent, when needed, 
by canal into Lake Ontario. Some might 
be sent to Buffalo for service 1n the upper 
lakes. A port of refuge against the su- 
perior naval force of England should be 
provided in the lower part of Lake Ontario. 
The fort at Rouse’s Point is sufficient, with 
the addition of a few eight-inch rifles, to 
secure Lake Champlain from an inroad.” 
Finally it is declared that one or more for- 
tifications on the St. Lawrence would com- 
pletely command the water approaches to 
the lakes, and in conjunction with the im- 
provised fleet upon Lake Erie would secure 
the frontier from the danger of a sudden 
visit of British gunboats. 


What is most noticeable is that all the 
armament required for this purpose consists 
of calibres which can be turned out from 
existing works inthis country. For Fort 
Wayne four 6-inch guns, three 8-inch, and 
three 10-inch, with eight 10-inch rifled 
mortars, will suffice. For Fort Montgomery, 
at Rouse’s Point, four 8-inch guns and eight 
10-inch mortars are proposed. For the new 
fort to be built on the St. Lawrence six 10- 
inch and two 12-inch guns and eight 10- 
inch mortars would be required. These are 
calibres familiar in the Government facto- 
ries, with the exception of the 12-inch, 
which, however, could be easily furnished 
with the present facilities, or with others 
quickly supplied. 

If Congress wishes to treat itself to the 
luxury of aggressive speeches against 
Great Britain and the Dominion, it should 
at least provide these means of frontier de- 
fense, so simple and comparatively inex- 
pensive, yet declared by experts to be en- 
tirely adequate. Itis to be supposed that 
the present controversy will end in an ami- 
cable way, but meanwhile it should turn 
public attention to the military needs of 
the lake frontier. 


POLICE MANNERS. 


Capt. JoHN H. McCuLLaGH of the police 
force of this city has returned to it from a 
leave of absence spent in noting cities of 
men and manners in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and especially the manners of the po- 
lice. He has returned with that patriotic 
gladness that his lot is cast in the United 
States and not in Europe which is so gen- 
eral and so wholesome a sentiment on the 
part of American tourists, and he has re- 
turned with the special and strengthened 
conviction that our metropolitan police 
force is the finest in the world. Perhaps 
this is not so wholesome a conviction as 
the more general sentiment, even if it be 
well founded. Manifestly so long as our 
police force is not perfect the belief that it 
is better than any other, if entertained by 
the members of the force, can only obstruct 
what improvements in it may be needful, 
and a New-York Police Captain would per- 


haps be more usefully employed in noting. 


the excellencies of other services, of which 
they surely must have some, for imitation 
than their defects in order to feed a barren 
self-complacency,. 


Very curiously, the point in which Capt. 
McCuULLaGH finds our own police superior 
to that of the United Kingdom is in the 
politeness of its members. His experience 
upon that head is so contradictory to that 
of most travelers that the difference must 
be looked forin the point of view. When 
Capt. McCuLLaGH takes his walks abroad 
in New-York, particularly in his own pre- 
cinct, we can understand that he never ex- 
periences a want of politeness on the part 
of the patrolmen whom he encounters, 
whereas to the London “bobby” he is 
simply one of the public, and is made, at 
least by contrast, to feel his own insignifi- 
cance. Upon the whole the demeanor of 
our policemen toward casual wayfarers 
who are themselves civil spoken does not 
leave much to be desired. Upon one point, 
indeed, it is better than that of the Lon- 
don force, and that is in the deference 
accorded to all women as such, This, 
however, is a national trait which 
an American simply does not lose when he 
is appointed to the police. The American 
woman when she goes abroad misses this 
unbought grace of life in policemen as well 
as in other functionaries whom she meets 
and does not think it necessary to tip. But 
themale and unofficial American who goes to 
London finds atthe hands of policemen a 
uniformity of courtesy to which in New- 
York he has at times noted glaring excep- 
tions. The London policeman is stupider 
than his New-York congener, and it is more 
difficult to extract information from him 
for this reason and not from a lack of good- 
will. But he invariably regards himself 
as the servant of the public, and he 
never betrays that haughty conscious- 
ness of a “pull” with which the New- 
York patrolman, if he happen to be 
innately a ruffian, will put down the in- 
quirer who does not appear to him in the 
uniform of a Captain of police. As 
for the more outrageous cases of ruffian- 
ism that are too ¢requently reported and 
proved against unworthy members of our 
force, they are unheard of in London, for 
the London policeman knows that nothing 
will protect him from prompt punishment 
‘ifhe is shown to have made # tyrannical 
use of the power vested in him. And as 
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to the ordinary manners and customs of the 
two forces, it happens that on the.same day 
on which the interview with Capt. McCur- 


_LaGH appeared there appeared the account of 


a horse race in which the policeman at the 
grand stand was represented as remarking: 
“Get off of that grassor I'll break your 
jaw.” The observation was reported, not 
for the purpose of animadversion, but 
simply to give character and “local col- 
or” to the description, which most New- 
Yorkers will admit that it did. It is true 
that this particular preserver of the peace 
was an ornament of the Brooklyn force, but 
itis very unlikely that Capt. McCULLaGH 
can have heard a like remark from a police- 
man on any. English race course, 

Nevertheless the ordinary demeanor of 
our policemen is creditable to them, but 
perhaps more to them individually than to 
the discipline of the force, as is indicated 
by the fact that departures from it are not 
always promptly punished. The material 
of our force is as good as that of any police 
in the world. Its defects are at the top, 
and not in the rank and file. When the 
force is finally taken out of politics and 
Commissioners are chosen for their knowl- 
edge of their business and their proticiency 
in it, and not because they have a “ pull,” a 
“pull” will cease to be of any value in subor- 
dinate places. Meanwhile there is nothing 
to be gained by pretending that the force is 
already perfect, and that we have nothing 
to learn from foreign systems. 


THE GEORGIA OROPS. 


4 FALLING OFF IN THE CONDITION 
COTTON NOTED. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 5.—Commissioner | 
Henderson has completed his August crops 
report. The conditions during the month were 
rather unfavorable than otherwise for the crop 
not already matured. The variable weather 
conditions that prevailed during the greater 
part of July, and which were brought to a close 
by general rains during the last weeks of the 
month, were again resumed early in August, 
and prevailed as before until the last week in 


the latter month. The general average condition 
and prospect of the cotton crop has fallen from 
89 on the Ist of August to 85 on the 1st of Sep- 
tember, a loss of four points. In Nerth Georgia 
the reduction was from 92 to 87; Miadle 
Georgia. 87; Southwest, 93 to 83; East Georgia, 
80 to 79, andin Southeast Georgia from 92 to 
91. This shows thatthe condition of the crop 
in Southwest Georgia has declined more than 
the aggregate reduction of the other four sec- 
tions. This was due to the more general 

revalence of rust, and at the same time to 

epredations ot caterpillars. Rust is pretty 
generally assigned as the cause of injury 
throughout the State, though too much rain is 
noted in a few counties. On the whole the 
érop in the State at large was three points 
better than at the same date last year, when it 
was 82 on the lst of September. The very 
heavy rains that have fallen throughout the 
State since the date (Sept. 1) to which these 
estimates refer will very seriously impair the 
quality of the eotton, and somewhat reduce the 
yield of the crops. 

The prospective yield of the corn crop is two 
pen lower than the prospect one month ago. 

he dry weather severely injured the late corn 
in North Georgia,and to a limited extent in Mid- 
dle Georgia. The other sections show nochange, 
other than may be charged toa slight reduction 
of estimates after the fodder was pulled. The 
average for the State, 93, is still higher than 
the estimate of July 1, when it was thought the 
erop promised to yield enough for all home de- 
mands. 

Sugar cane and sweet potatoes have yielded 
somewhat to ary weather, and showa reduction 
of condition and prospect of two points in the 
rei‘ and three in the latter, as compared with 

ug. 1. 

Tobaceo has somewhat improved, showing an 
advance of three points. 

The reports indicate a falling off in the num- 
ber of stock hogs as compared with last year, 
and their condition compared with an average 
at this season. the farmers of Georgia made 
less pork last yearthan the year before, and 
the probable supply the coming Winter will be 
still less. This means that the quantity of 
home-raised pork this yearin Georgia will be 
less than 60 per cent. of what will be necessary 
noxt year.

of political leaders for the wrongs 
of the workingman; many of those who groan the 
loudest at this time may justly be classed among 
those who were the very worst oppressors of labor, 
in the past. The tears they shed will never in- 
crease in volume to such an éxtent as to wipe away 
the grievous wrongs their past actions or failures 
to act have imposed upon the man who bends under 
poverty’s load. You cannot blame me, then, if I 
call the groans and sighs mere empty sounds, the 
tears buta hollow, mockery, and the professions of 
conversion to the doctrines of org: labor aa 
the sublimity of hypocrisy. 

In this campaign every man has an undoubted 
Tight to so act as to confer the greatest amount of: 
good upon his country; but the question at issue— 
the tariff—will not be settled when the votes are 
countedin Nevember. The election. of a President, 
will not make a change, unless the people of 
all the land make judicious _ selectivna 
of such members of the National Legislature 
as will carry out their wishes when Congress 
assembles. Seeking for legislation, not men, the 
Knights. of Labor willdo more good by stamping 
their impress upon the ry 5 of the next House 
of Representatives. Already 41 nominated candi- 
dates, regardiess of party, have signed written 
pledges to work for measures of reform at the re- 
quest of members of the Knights of Labor. If this 
plan of our order is faithfully carried out it will re. 
sult in more good than = other, for I question the 
wisdom of officers of wor as societies taking 
an active part in partisan politics. 

Powderly closes with the declaration that no 
matter which party elects the President “the 
question of protection will still be before us for 
solution; and the prime factor in effecting its 
solution will be the Knights of Labor.”

NO REPUBLICAN GAIN. 

Bradley B. Smalley, Collector of the Port 
of Burlington, Vt., came to the city yesterday 
to meet Judge Thurman. Judge Thurman was 
very glad to see him, and after heartily shaking 
hands said: “I hear there has beer an election 
im your State, The Dutch have taken Holland, 
as usual.” Both laughed, and Mr. Smalley re- 
plied that the people of Vermont needed a few 
speeches from Judge Thurman to enlighten 
them on the issues. 

In speaking afterward of the campaign, Mr. 
Smalley said: “ Although the Republicans aro 
claiming our election as a great victory, it was 
not, and it has no significance whatever as te 
the results of the Presidential campaign. Ver- 
mont was a strong Whig State until the Repub- 
lican Party was formed, and then all the Whigs 
joined it. The Republican vote is about two 
and a halftimes as great as the Demoeratic 
vote, and that proportion was maintained on 
Tuesday. The Demecratic vote was larger than 
ever before, and so was the Republican. Ver- 
ment is a high-tariff State. Our marble quarries 
are supported by high tariff. The tariff scare 
was worked for ‘allit was worth.’ Vermont 
Democrats are by no means discouraged. But 
our Stateis forthe most partan agricultural 
State, and farmers receive new political ideas 
slowly. After the re-election of Mr. Cleveland 
and the election of new Senators who are Dem- 
ocratic, so that both branches of Congress will, 
after the 4th of next March, be in hearty ac- 
eord with his ideas of tariff reform, our Ver- 
mont farmers will see that their interests lie in 
that direction. and I expect to see the Repub- 
liean vote much smaller and the Democratic 
vote much Jarger in 1892.”

There they 
came to a halt, mounted the poreh, and jumped 
upen the door. There was no light in the cabin, 
but soon a celored man made his appearance at 


the door, with a skotgun in his hand. The 
cabin was now surrounded by 50 men, and the 


negro was told that he must lay dewn his gun.. 


The house was then searched, and three negroes 
were taken out, John Ewen, his son, Mitchell 
Ewen, and John Donovan, a_ colored school 
teacher. These men were brought to town and 
placed in jail. 

H. F. Randle, Deputy ‘County Assessor, was 
arrested and put in jail on the charge of being 
implicated in the shooting of Frost. Randle is 
a white man, and the County Assessor, Henry 
Ferguson, is a negro. The negroes in Fort Bend 
County are about four times as numereus as the 
whites, and the Republicans have elected very 
nearly all the county officers for the past 20 
years, The Democrats two menths ago com- 
meneced to organize, and the Republican leadera 
were surprised to find that the negroes through- 
out the county were exhibiting an inclination 
to join the Democratic club. The negroes had 
grown tired of electing the same officials year 
after year. J. H. Shamblyn, a wealthy planter 
of Fort Bend County, took a prominent part in. 
the movement of the colored people to the Dem- 
ocratic Party. and a month ago he was assassi- 
nated.

FATAL OATTLE MALADIES. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 5.—For the sec- 
ond time within a year the highly contagious 
and dangerous disease, splenic fever, sometimes 
termed splenic apoplexy or Texas fever, has 
been introduce@ among the herds of Orange 
County by cattle said to have been brought 
here from the Buftalo stock yards. In the last 
instance, about three weeks ago, two carloads of 
cows were brought to Chester and seld out in 
Small lots to dairymen in different parts of the 


county.. Among the purchasers was Andrew 1. 
Bertholf, a milk producer of this vicinity, who 
keeps a herd of about 100 cows. A few days 
later the new aceessions te Mr. Bertholf’a herd 
were taken violently sick, and almost immedi- 
ately the contagion spread to over 50 of the 
herd, of which 14 havedied. Veterinary Surgeon 
Sutcliffe was called in, and by prescribing the 
usual remedies and establishing a rigid system 
of quarantine and disinfection, the further 
spread of the disease in that locality has ap- 
parently been checked. Two other farmers, 
George ge ey of Mount Hope and Mr. Otis of 
Goshen, who bought cows at the Chester sale, 
have also lost cattle by the fatal splenic fever. 
The disease is said to have its origin inthe 
drinking by cattle of poisonous orimpure water. 

Anthrax, another virulent cattle malady, has 
appeared in the herd of Farmer Warren of Col- 
chester, Delaware County, and three of his cows 
are dead and others siek.

WORK OF THE MILLERS.

Pine foreign market was rather active a few days 
back, but is more quiet at present, though showing 
signs of gradually becoming stronger. The direct 
exports of flour for last week were very small, 
owing, doubtless, partly to the stopping of the mills, 
being 29,200 barrels, against 46,800 barrels the pre- 
ceding week.

THE GROWTH; OF OUR INDUSTRIES, 
XXII,’ 

Nobody can fairly pretend that the pres- 
ent taxes on imports, which grow out of the 
necessities of the war and the vastly increased 
expenditures of the tGovernment, were pri- 
Marily intended either to establish new indus- 
tries or to sustain those in existence. That pica 
for high protective taxes had Already lost ite 
force 40 years ago. Nobody ventured to 
make use of it in 1860-61. It was the war 
and its vast expenses that excused the building 
up of such aaystem of taxation as existed in 
1865, and atill in great part exists. Our indus- 
tries were established and were developing 
rapidly when the war broke out under a mod- 
erate tariff. But for that terrible struggle they 
would have gone, on inoreasing and giving us 
national prosperity such as was never befere 
known. 

The Nation has grewn to a population of more 
than 60,000,000. Its unequaled natural re- 
sources are not half developed. Its facilities 


‘for internal communication by water are un- 


surpassed. It has built up the greatest railroad 
system in the world, which ts still far from 
complete. The cost of transportation in pro- 
portion to distance is tess than in any other 
country. Its manufacturing industries have 


beeome varied and extensive. There is no need 
of going into dry statistics to exhibit a fact so 
well known, © country is not an infant but 
agiant. Its industries are not infautile but 
mature and vigoreus. They are thoroughly es- 
tablished, though with great possibilities of 
future development if left te a natural growth. 
Itcan no longer be claimed: that the Nation 
would be dependent in any emergency upon 
other countries for its necessary supplies, or 
that it is net industrially in an independent and 
self-supporting condition. 

When the protective system was adopted the 
plea was put forth that we had no system of 
Manufactures of our own. and ought to have 
one. A moderate duty on imported goods for a 
few years would serve to establish it, and then 
we could stand — the world. It was 
known and admitted that in accomplishing this 
result we should be taxing our own people, but 
it was assumed that it would be a national 
benefit and the burden ought te be borne for a 
while. The infant industries were on their feet 
a@ generation ago and in a flourishing condition. 
More and more they have been sup- 
plying our own wants fer manufactured 
goods and haye felt the need of a 
wider market. Regarded as national 
interests protection has ceased to foster thein 
and has begun to restrict their healthy growth, 
By — raw materials and general supplies it 
has raised the cost of production, making prices 
higher than neea de for our own people. It has 
prevented the stimulating effeet of a fair for- 
eign competition. By at once producing high 
prices and excluding the importation of the 
products of other countries it has made it im- 

ossible for us to export the products of those 
ndustries which we have built up. 

It is the one great advantage of this country 
with its wide domain of land, with rich and 
varied natural resources, with free government 
and social institutions that encourage industry 
and ambition, and with a small population in 
comparison to its extent, that labor is more 
productive than in older and more densely pev- 
pled countries when applied to industries for 
which conditions are at ali favoraple. Indus- 
tries once started grow rapidly. Their produc- 
tion soon outstrips the wants of those 
engaged in them. Consider the manufactur- 
ing industries of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and Connecticut in relation to the needs of their 
Own people. How speedily it beeame necessary 
for them to sell their produets outside of thuse 
States, and how their prosperity would have 
been checked if restrictions had been put upon 
their trade with other States! England could 
not to-day compete with those States in the 
markets of this er any other eountry with the 
same faeility of trade. Labor would net suffer 
in the least from the cometition, for the ad- 
vantage is not in itscheapness but its efficiency, 
the amount it produees, 

But the manufacturers of New-England have 
not prevented similar industries from springing 
upin other parte of the country. The cotton 
factories of the South need no proteetion 
against these of New-England, and yet if the 
protection argument were seund they would 
need it mere than gee mae needs to be pro- 
tected against Old England. The South has the 
advantage of the raw material nearer at hand 
and of a more favorable climate, and it is stim- 
ulated by the rivalry of the older establishments 
of the North. If it needs no protection against 
Now-England it has still less heed of it against 
Europe. Absolute free trade among the States 
of this Union and its effects are a standing ref- 
utation of the chief arguments of protectionists, 
Our industries under natural conditions are so 
productive as to need constantly widening 
markets. It 1s the groat extent of our home 
markets alone that has prevented the disadvan- 
tages of restriction upoas foreign trade from 
being more severely felt, but produetion tends 
constantly to outstrip the needs of our own 
people. There are countries which do not 
manufacture for themselves which we could 
easily supply if we did not put obstacles in our 
own way. New-England sent the goods to 
Mexico and South Amerioa which they now buy 
of England, manufactures in other parts of the 
country would grow up te supply local needs. 

Our manufactures are not infants in the sense 
that they were 70 years age, but they are in- 
fants compared to what they would become if 
not restricted so closely to home markets. 
They no longer need protection, but they need 
freedom. They need a chance for healthy ex- 
pansion. They grew faster than ever before or 
since in the 15 years prior to 1861, and the 
most conspicuous effect of rapid growth was a 
steady increase in the rates of wages. Oppor- 
tunity for expansion by having the markets of 
the world open to them would prevent the 
spasms of activity and depression that have 
characterized the last 20 years. And never 
would wages fall until labor in this country be- 
came less productive, and that would not be 
while our resources were unexhausted, our ad- 
vantages unimpaired, our rf er pga unre- 
stricted, and while our institutions retained 
their stimrlating freedom and our people their 
energy, enterprise, and intelligence.

A STARTLING SUICIDE. 

WItnona, Minn., Sept. 5.—The most start- 
ling suicide that ever occurred in this place was 
accomplished this morning. At 10 o’clock Ben 
V. Simpson committed suicide by drowning 
himself in the Mississippi River at the Burling- 
ton transfer. He asked a friend to give nim 
aride, which was done, and the two drove to 
the east end of the city. When near the boat 
landing Ben jumpod from the carriage, ran to 
the river bank, stopped to threw back a note, 
and jumped into the water. At that point the 


water was too shallow, so he waded out further 
until it reached his chin, stopped, drank 
something, and sank into the river. He was 
seen by several persens, but he could not be 
reached in time to save his life. He was the 
son of the Hon. VY. Simpson, the well-known 
Teal estate dealer and millionaire of Winona. 
The body was recovered 20 minutes after he 
struck the water, but he ceuld not be revived. 
He was a most promising yeung man, known 
allover the State, and having thousands of 
friends. The real cause of his suieide is 
not known. He was an_ engineer, but 
at the last meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was charged with forwarding money 
on city werk which had not been done. He was 
discouraged by the way he was used by the 
members of the City Couneijl, and it is supposed 
that he had grown despendent. He had a hap- 
py home and a leving wife and children. This 
morning on leaving home he kissed his sister, 
his wife, and children, and said, ‘* Good-bye, 
you'll never see me again.” When asked why, 
he replied, ‘On, [ don’t know! I feel Kind of 
blue.” But his relatives were not alarmed till 
his dead bedy was brought home. He was a 
member of the Knights Templar.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 5.—The Massa- 
chusetts Democrats rose to the full measure of 
their opportunity in the State Convention to- 
day. The elements which last year dominated 


the nominations and platform were on this oc-. 
-casion either left at nome or were present in 


numbers too small to be pereeptible. William 
E, Russell, the young tariff reform Mayor of 
Cambridge, was nominated for Governor by ac- 
elamation, his candidacy being hailed with such 
enthusiasm that all opposition, if any there 
was, was buried ont of sight. No contrast 
coulda be more marked than that between the 
Democratic Conventions of last year and this, 
In the former dissatisfaction with an Administra- 
tion that was endeavoring to live up to its prom- 
ise was predominant. To-day the Democrats, in 
cenvention assembled, toed squarely the mark 
drawn by President Cleveland, the platform 
was strongly in sympathy with the policy in- 
itiated by him, and the whole tone of the gath- 
ering was one of loyalty to the party leaders 
and harmony with the party spirit in the Nation 
at large. The nomination of Mayor Russell was 
emphatically significant of this change of heart, 
for unless it be his namesake in Congress from 


the Worcester district, ne one man in the State 
hag more nearly than he the Democratic 
reform attitude on the great questions of the 
campaign. 

A glance at the convention revealed some 
reason for this. ‘The men who here represented 
the Bay State Democrats were a class of clean- 
out youn emocrats, brimming over with en- 
thusiasm, in the place of the wheel horses of 
ward politics who have usually made up the 
body of the party conventions. There were 
plenty of old liners present, plenty of those who 
have guided the party in the past, but as a rule 
they were in the ranks, ana to their credit be it 
said stood mantully shoulder to shoulder 
with the young fellows who now hold 
the reins. hatever of credit is due for 
this change of conditions belongs to the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club of Massachusetts, whose 
headquarters. are in Boston. This has been the 
one live organization in the campaign up to 
this time, but no one realized its strength or the 
character of its work, accomplished solely by 
absolutely clean metheds, until to-day. Candi- 
date Russell is fortunate in having that organi- 
zation behind him. He was their candidate 
from the time that John E. Russell declined to 
run and it will not be their fault if he deesn’t 
make a big inroad into the Republican column. 

At 11 o’clock this morning when the dele- 
gates began to till Springfield’s City Hall it 
was evident that the incipient booms of last 
night had vanished with the newday. The lit- 
tle talk for Congressmen Collins and Morse had 
been frowned out of sight by those nearest 
those gentlemen and an intimation was re- 
ceived from one in the confidence of Mr. Morse 
that there was a chance of his consenting to 
run for Congress once more. As his district, 
the Third, was built in the last gerrymander te 
be safely Republican, the importance ef his be- 
ing left to enter the contest there, if he would, 
received ready recognition. So the Young 
Men’s Democratis Club had things their own 
way and their missionary work met With little 
resistance. 

Congressman P, A. Collins called the conven- 
tion to order with very few words, and the 
Rp ip eran once perfected presented the Hon. 
J. J. Donovan of Lawrence as the permanent 
Chairman. Mr. Donovan's address was in many 
respects a great surprise. He spoke nearly one 
hour, and no one expeeted tne radical indorse- 
ment of President Cleveland’s policy, tariff re- 
form, fisheries and all that he gave him. His 
well-knowa admiration of Gen. Butler had net 
enceuraged belief in reform tendencies en his 

art, especially on the tariff issue. But he put 

imself squarely on record as upholding the 
Democratic policy in this and e6very other par- 
ticular. For instance, on the Mills bill he said 
in part: 

“We claim that the Mills bill will redound to the 
advantage of every individual engaged in henest 
industry; that it will increase our manufacturing 
and mechanical interests; thatit will restore our 
woolen industry, which is not only suffering, but 
which has not even kept pace with the growth of 
our country; that it will restore the seepeciy of 
our worsted manufactures; that it will check the 
importation of foreign cloths; that the money which 
is now expended for such will be distributed among 
our own operatives; that the taking of money from 
the pockets of the people under our existing tariff, 
and whioh is removed from the channels of busi- 
ness to swell a surplus for which we have no legiti- 
mate use, will, by the provisions of this bill, largely 
cease; and we further claim that the opposition 
offered in Congress by the Republican Representa- 
tives is not prompted by honest motives." 

That was strong enough fora man who has 
been claimed as a protectionist and accused of 
lukewarmness toward his party. Again, on the 
question of independent and Mugwumpsupport, 
somewhat acrimoniously repudiated by the con- 
vention of one year ago, Ohairman Donovan 
found only words of weicome on this occasion. 
Referring to those who would march with 
Cleveland and Thurman he said: 


“With them will also march that large body of 
independent voters, men who preyious to 1872 and 
others to 1884, were identified with Republican 
principles as espoused by Lincoln, Sumner, and 
Greeley, who thus demonstrate their belief that the 
Republican Party have abandoned their traditions 
and their birthright; that the party of “Lincoln, 
Wilson, Chase, and Trumbull has outlived its use. 
fulness; that to-day it is drifting without fixed 
goer ape that it has buta single focus, revolves 

n buta single orbit, and that foous, that orbit, is 
James G. Blaine—Blaine, who has been termed the 
‘Man of Destiny,’ but whose destiny is never to fill 
the Presidential chair. The patriotic, thoughtful, 
and considerate portion of the people, those who 
cherish and foster the rich inheritanese which the 
fathers of our land transmitted, will support honest 
reform, the conditions of true prosperity, and good 
government. Alli these the Democtatic Party repre. 
sont in the nomination of Cleveland and Thurman.” 


Every referenee to Cleveland, Thurman, and 
the party policy was cheered te the echo. It 
will be seen that there was little left to desire 
on these two scores, and the tone of his address 
throughout was fairly in line with the advanced 
sentiment of the party. When it came to the 
nominations for Governor only the name of 
William E. Russell was presented, and one after 
another, including Congressman Collins, speke 
warm words of praise tor the brilliant Cam- 
bridge Mayor until his nomination was moved 
and carried by acclamation and with every 
demonstration of enthusiasm. The remainder 
of the ticket, which is given above, was then 
referred toa committee whose report was ac- 
cepted wishout demur. 

The platform, which it was feared might bea 
bone of contention, was arranged harmoniously 
in committee and received with enthusiasm by 
the conventien and without the slightest dis- 
sent, Infact, fromthe moment of assembling 
to the minute of adjournment there was no 
friction, no ripple of discontent, with the strong 
greund taken in every act and in every spoken 
word in harmony with the course of the present 
Administration. The platform is as follows: 

The Democrats of Massachusetts in convention 
assembled salute the National Democracy, congrat- 
ulate their brethren throughout the Union on the 
bright prospect of securing for another four years 
the continuance of the present safe and patriotic 
administration of the General Government, and 
adopt the following declaration of principles: 2 

Believing that Grover Cleveland has wisely, 
faithfully, and successfully discharged the duties of 
his office as President of the United States; that 
his Administration has been honest, clean, and free 
from scandal in all the loge he that by carry- 
ing out the financial policy of the Democratic 
Party he has secured tranquillity and confidence to 
the business of the country; thatin enforcing the 
- foreign pelicy of the Democratic Party he has been 
firm and judicious, conservative and pacific, digni- 
fied and ogurageoys that his use of the powers of 
removal and appointment vested in him has been 
free from partisanship; and, believing that the 
continuance of his Administration would be for the 
best interests of the people, securing to them the 
blessings of peace, prosperity, and good Govern. 
ment at home and full respect for their rights by 
foreign powers, we pledge our most earnest and 
atrenuous efforts to insure his re-election. 

Believing that our national experience has shown 
the unwisdom of placing in the office of Vice-Presi- 
dent men whose direct nomination for the Chief 
Magistracy of the Nation would not be seriously 

roposed, we rejoice in the selection made at 
Rr Tous of Allen G. Thurmanas the nominee for 
that position. The extent of his public experience, 
his high ability as a jurist, and bis rank as a statea- 
man of the first order, and his personal character 
make his candidacy not simply strong in itself, but 
especially strong by contrast with the Republican 
nomination for the same high office, and to the illus. 
trious Democrat of Ohie, “the noblest Roman of 
them all,” we also yo our heartiest support. 

Believing that the National Democratic Conven- 
tion beld in June last in St. Louis faithfully and 
fully represented and expressed the principles and 

urposes of the Democratic Party, we adopt its plat- 

‘orm as our own. 

Belioving that the Republican Party is seeking 
the suffrages of the people for its candidates by 
dishonest cries and fraudulent representations con- 
cerning the central issue—the question of tax re- 
duction and tariff revision—we submit to popular

Believing that all unnecessary taxation is simply 
robbery from the people under the forms of law, we

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should be so levied as incidentally to afford encour- 
paemend and protection to American capital and 
labor, and thus strengthen our home industries, we 
cordially approve the provisions of the Mills bill,. 
and the placing of wool on the free list will unques- 
barge f ty @ valuable stimulus to the woolen 
mills of this State, and, by reducing the cost of ma- 
terials, willenable the woolen manufacturers to 
compete with all foreign rivals for the trade of the 
world and give more work and better wages to 
woolen workers. 

' Believing that taxes should be lifted from the 
common articles of necessary consumption, we in- 
dorse President Cleveland’s proposition to take the 
duty off wools, salt, lumber, and such staples as, 
being thus made cheaper, will lighten the task of 
every workingman who nas a family, and we de- 
nounce the policy proposed by the Republican 
Party of abolishing the internal revenue taxes 
which bear on liquors and tobacco, thus onseing the 
people cheap whisky instead of cheaper necessities. 

Believing that trusts, those creatures of the ex- 
orbitant war tariff and iniquitous combinations, are 
hostile alike tothe lagitimately employed capital 
and the honest labor of the country, we demand 
such tariff legislation by Congress and such other 
legislation by the general court of this State as will 
effectively curb the power and arrest the growth of 
these dangerous monopolies. 

Beliving that the protection and defenae of our 
New-England fishermen in all their just rights is a 
parameunt national duty, we hail with approval the 
recent message sent out by President Cleveland to 
Congress, and we call upon that body in the name of 
this ge New-England industry, left defenseless 
by the action of the boas wert majority. in the 
8 to respond promptly to the President’s call 
and arm him with full retaliatory powers. 

Believing that Democratic principle of local self- 
government, based upon the consent of the gov- 
erned, ought to have universal application, we 
oc sen reeting to the people of Ireland, to 

illiam E. Gladstone, Charles Stewart Parnell, and 
their coworkers in the cause of Irish heme rule, 
wishing them speedy victory, and renewing to them 
the assurances of our profound sympathy and of all 
the support which it is in our power to give them. 

Believing that the National Government has won 
the approval.of the people by enforcing the laws 
against the importation of foreign labor under con- 
tract, we recommend to Congress the enactment of 
more stringent measures for the better protection 
of the wage earners of the United States. 

Believing that the people of Massachusetts as 
well as of the Nation would be benefited by Demo- 
cratic rule, we earnestly appeal to them to elect the 
State ticket which we this day present for their 
su 6; and, as to State affairs, we renew our de- 
mand for the abolition of the poll tax qualification 
for voting, and pledge ourselves to support in the 
future as in the past the interests of tue working 
people of this Commonwealth. 

We demand now as always the most liberal treat- 
ment of living Union veterans and of the widows of 
those who are dead, and promise our support to all 
well-considered laws for the promotion of temper- 
ance ana our hostility to any legislation that vio- 
lates the cardinal Democratic doctrine of personal 
liberty. 2 

Mayor Russell, when asked if he would accopt 
the Democratic nemination for Governor, said: 
‘It has come to me absolutely unsolicited, and 
T shall accept. Iam heart and soul in sympa- 
thy with Mr. Cleveland and his courageous, 
ebm and Democratic Admunistration. 

hatever service I can do for himand the cause 
he represents I cheerfully and gladly will do. 
More than that, Lshall go on the stump. The 
more the position of the Demooratie Party is 
discussed the more certain it is that the people 
will see that itis their party and fighting their 
battles. After the present week I shall speak 
in Massachusetts until the close of the cam- 

ign.” 

William E. Russell was born in 1857, in the 
city of Cambridge, of which he is now the 
Mayor, and is the son of the Hon. Charles Theo- 
dore Russell: He was graduated from Harvard 
College in the Class of ’77, and immediately 
began the study of law in the office of his fatner 
and at the Boston University Law School, where 
he received the firat degree of “Summa Cum 
Laude” ever given by the university. Hardly 
had he completed his education when he was 
pressed into the public service in Cambridge as 
member of the City Council, and in 1885 he was 
elected Mayor of this strong Republican city on 
a citizens’ ticket. He has been twice re-elected 
without opposition. He first appeared on the 
stumpin the campaign of 1884, warmly sup- 
porting Mr. Cleveland. Heis a fluent speaker, 
scholarly, and ready in debate, and has been a 
eareful student of economic questions. Ho is 
one of the coming young men of Massachusetts, 
and his nomination is in every way most oredit- 
able to the Democratic Party. Mayor Russell 
is the youngest man ever nominated for the 
highest office in the gift of hia State, 
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REUNION OF VETERANS. - 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 5.—The Society of 
the Army of the Tennessee began its twenty- 
first annual reunion to-day in this sity. Gen. Will- 
iam T. Sherman, the President, was in the chair. 
He congratulated those present on the good at- 
tendance, and spoke feelingly of thedead. Com- 
mittees were appointed on officers and on selec- 
tion of place of the next annual meeting. The 
officers made their annual reports in due form 
the Treasurer showing that the society has over 
$11,000 in United States bonds to its credit. 
Gen. Manning F. Foroe, the Treasurer for many 
years, after making his report, signified his in- 
tention of not accepting a re-election, which 
brought out a very complimentary reference to 
his usefulness from Gen. Sherman. Gen. Green 
B. Raum, from the Committee on a Monument 
to Gen. Logan, reported that it isto be located 
at Washington City, onasite not yet selected, 
that the Government will provide the pedestal, 
and the society provide the statue. 

This ended the business session fer the day 
and Gen. G, M. Dodge of Counsil Bluffs, Iowa, 
read a paper on his personal experiences with 
the Army of the Tennessee. After this the 
members were taken in carriages to view the 
city. Inthe evening the society was formally 
escorted to Memerial Hall by the local militar 
companies and Grand Army posts. Gen. J. W. 
Fuller of this city, called the meeting to erder 
and introduced Mayor Hamilton, who formally 
welcomed the society on behalf of the city. He 
was followed by Lieut.-Gov. Lyon, welcoming 
them on behalf of the State of Ohio. Gen. Sher- 
man made an appropriate speech in response. 
The annual address by Capt. Gilbert A. Pierce, 
Governor of Dakota, then followed, and the ex- 
ercises closed with a camp fire. 





THERE IS GREAT REJOICING. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Sept. 5. — Warren 
County's majority for “no license” will foot up 
over 1,000. Belvidere, Washington, and 
Hackettstown went “dry,” while Phillipsburg 
gavea majority of over 300 for ‘“‘wet.” The 
majority of the hoteland saloon licenses will 
not expire until next Spring. There is great re- 
joicing throughout the county over the result. - 

The defeat of the whisky men is far more 
overwhelming than early returns indicated. 
Returns are now in from all except two polling 
places, and the-.‘dry” ticket has a clear major- 
ity of 1,099, and this will prebably be increased 
to 1,150. The whisky mén claim te have 
grounds on which to centeat the election, be- 
cause many ef the temperance tickets were 
headed with the words *- No license tickets,” they 
claiming this was contrary to law. This 
claim is laughed at by many prominent 
lawyers. It is said that ex-Gov. Abbett 
took a prominent part in the campaign, 
and that the liquor dealers’ circular was pre- 
pared in hia office. It wasagarbled statement 
and made many temperaneeé votes. Thé contest, 
will now be carried te the elestion for members 
of Assembly. The probable Democratic candi- 
dates are pronounced whisky men, both being 
dealers, and many prominent men say they 
will not support them.. It is probable that the 
Republicans and Prohibitionists will form a 
combination and,if so they can elect their men.

A SOUND PLATFORM FOR THE WISCONSIN 
DEMOCRATS. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 5.—The Democrats 
met in State Convention here to-day and nomi- 
nated:a full State ticket, headed by James Mor- 
gan, a pepular merchant of Milwaukee. There 
was practically no contest for the nomination, 
and the feature of the convention was the great 
enthusiasm shown by the delegates whenever 
sentiments were expressed on the subject 
of: tariff reform. The platform, which 


follows in the line indieated by the 
President’s message, was adopted with cheers 
and without a dissenting voice. Similar demon- 
stration greeted those portions of the temporary 
and permanent Chairmen’s addresses which re- 
ferred to the same subject. Resolutions were 
adopted commending the course of Congress- 
men Hudd and Smith in voting for the Mills 
bil. The latter was elected on a straight 
labor ticket two years ago, but his 
course will probably result im his indorsement 
by the Democrats this Fall. The rest of tife 
ticket was made up as follows: Lieutenant- 
Governor—Andrew Kullef Walworth; Secretary 
of Btate— A. C.Carson of Eau Claire; State Treas- 
urer—Theedore Kersten of Calumet; Railroad 
Commissioner—W. Herman Naber of Shawanee; 
Insurance Commissioner—E. M. Evans of Sauk; 
Attorney-General—Timothy E. Ryan of Wauke- 
sha; Superintendent of Public Instruetion— 
Amos Squire of Green Lake. 

The temporary Chairman of the convention 
was J. B. Doe, Jr., of Janesville, a representa- 
tive of the young Democracy, and he madea 
Tringing speech ridiculing the position of the 
Republican Party, which he said was in favor of 
cheap potato and dear Gospel, judging from 
the reduction of the tariff:on playing cards and 
the increase on Bibles. W. H.Seaman of Sheboygan 
was the permanentChairman. The nominee for 
Governor is a Seotchman. He was talked of 
for the Labor nomination, but was not given it 
because he declared his jotention to vote for 
Cleveland. The candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Andrew Kull, is one of the largest sheep 
breeders in Wisconsin, but believes in free wool. 
Following is the platform adopted: 

The Demecrats of Wisconsin hereby declare their 
vroval of the Administration and especially of the 
orts of President Cleveland to reduce the taxa- 
tion to the needs of the Government. They reaf- 
firm the principles eHfunciated in the tform 
adopted in ay last. They heartil indorse 
the action of the National Democratic Conven- 
tion in its nominations and its platform 
They believe that the reduction is the issue of this 
campaign, and that the people should insist upon 
the moderate reduction of taxes suggested in the 
President’s message. They believe that the inter- 
esta of all producers, whether in field or workshop, 
-— with the Democratic Party, the party of low 
x68. 

They are opposed to sumptuary laws as an un- 
joes abridgement of the inalienable rights of the 
citizen. . 

The Democrats of Wisconsin stand upon these 
declarations, and invite all voters to co-operate with 
this effort to reduce taxation. They especially in- 
vite the aid of the 50,000 majority of young men in 
Wisconsin who have become voters since 1865, and 
whose futures were mortgaged by war debts, to cast 
their votes with the a that is dealing with a 
present business condition, and, not with a theory 
or with the sentiment or prejudice engendered by 
questions that have long since been settled. 





AT A OYOLONE’S MERCY. 

A cyclone of more than ordinary vigor 
was reported from Washington yesterday at 
noon to have entered the East Gulf, and 
it was stated that it was central to the 
southwest of Key West and was probably 
moving west of north. While the storm 
might recurve, the report added, and cause 
dangerous winds on the Atlantic ceast, it 
was not probable that the wind would reach 
a dangerous velocity at stations nortn of Sa- 
vannah within the next 24 hours. Warnings 
were at once sent to stations on the South At- 
lantic coast sothat vessels might be made 
aware of the danger of leaving their ports. 

The reports received late last night showed 
that the cyclone wasin the Gulf of Mexico. 
Last night it was raining along the South 
Atlantic coast. There were high winds all 
aleng the lakes and some rain. 





REDUCED FARES ON FULTON FERRY. 

The ticket system was put into practice 
at Fulton Ferry last evening. ‘It’s a success,” 
said Director Hall. ‘‘We had no protection be- 
fore, but now we will know how much business 
we are doing. We are building a house in the 
In four or five days we will 
adopt the ticket system at the Wall-Street 
Ferry. As soon as possible we will put tickets 
in at South and Hamilton Ferries.”

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BUSINESS TROUBLES, 

Boston, Sept. 5.—J. Benjamin Palmer, a 
broker of this city, filed a voluntary petition in in- 
solvency’ at Salem to-day, with liabilities aggre- 
gates $61,489, divided in great part among Boston 

rokers and investors. His assets are a seat in the 
Boston Stock Board and a few shares of stock and 
bonds, amounting to $6,989. Mr. Palmer is the 
broker against whom a suit was brought some time 
ago by James Costello of Boston for misappropria- 
tion of funds placed in his hands for investment.

THEY NOW GO IN FOR PLAY 


‘ 
TBLEPHOND MEN ADJOURN 
THEIR CONVENTION. 

THE MOST SUCCESSFUL ONE WHICH 
HAS EVER BEEN HELD—THE LAST 
DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

Yesterday’s session of the National Tele- 
phone Exchange Association’s convention at 
the Hotel Brunswick was not as well attended 
as was the opening session of the day before, 
and but half of the chairs in the big parlor 
were filled “at 10:30 o’clock when President 
Metzger rapped for order. The visit to Niblo’s 
ané the Eldctric Club supperon Tuesday night 
kept many of the delegates up beyond their 
usual bed hour, and they only appeared at the 
hotel yesterday in time for the afternoon drive, 
The first paper of the day was read by O E. 
McClure of Richmond on “Dynamo Carrent 
Interference with Telephone Circuits and the 
Means of Relief.” 

Mr. McClure said that while an immense 
amount of trouble was made for the telephone 
people by the heavy current on the electric 
railways, really more trouble was caused them 
by the alternating current electric light wires. 
This trouble he believed was more due to leak- 
age than to induction, and hie system of pre- 
venting it was te give these telephone wires a 
heavy return wire or artificial ground. He alse 
announced that he had applied for a patent on 


the invention. A dozen of his fellow-electricians 
jumped to their feet at this and pronounced 
the idea an old one, citing case after case in | 
which it had been used before. This plan for 
avoiding or counteracting leakage was used b. 
telegraphers before the telephone was invente 
They all pronounced ita good plan, howevor, 
under favorable conditions. ‘ 

F. Lb. Lockwood of Boston read a long: and 
somewhat similar paper on “* Electric Relations 
of Telephones, Electric Light and Power Cir- 
cuits and Railways.” He believed in ce-opera- 
tion and kindiy feeling petween all the different 
companies and people depending upon elec- 
tricity for power and also that the telephone 
peopie should strenuously ‘‘kick” against new 
electrical companies of any kind putting up 
wires near theirs. He advocated keeping the 
wires of different companies as widely apart as 
possible, atways more than the width of a street. 
He also said that ‘‘dead” wires should be im- 
mediately and invariable removed as soon as 
their condition became known. To show hew 
important a feature the oclimination or reduo- 
tion of induction and leakage isin telephone 
work he showed that of the thousands of pat- 
ents obtained for telephones and parte and im- 
provements thereof fully 20 per cent. are for the 
prevention of induction. 

Secretary Barney read an interesting and com- 
prehensive report by W. D. Sargent of Brook- 
lyn on underground work in that city. His 
experience showed that creoseted wood made 
the best duct, and that the larger manboles 
were the better. Cables weighing more than 
four or four and one-half pounds per foot were 
not practicable to handle. The longest Brook- 
lyn underground cable is 11,800 feet, and works 
xdmirably. He believes that platinum should 
always be used for contaet points, and that the 
ouly way to get as good service as the old pole 
method gave is to use metallic circuita, 

Mr. Beckwith of the New-York Subway Con- 
struction Cempany read a short supplementary 
paper on the underground work in this city. 
He spoke of the great trouble occasioned his 
om de by the steam-heating eompanies, whose 

eat in places melted the asphaltum covering 
of the pipes. His figures showed that in the 10 
miles of conduit laid to Sept. 1 of this year there 
are 2,489,602 feet of ducts. 

EK. F. Sherwood of the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company explained the workings of the 18

p AMES P. BENNETT FORCED TO MAKE AN 


ASSIGNMENT. 

Bennett’s big tea house,on Vesey and 
Greeawioh streets, has failed, and the pro- 
prietor, James P. Bennett, made an assignment 
yesterday to Joseph F. Becker, giving prefer- 
ences aggregating $21,329. The preferences are 
allfor borrowed money or indorsements on 
notes, none of the merchandise debts being pre- 
ferred. The preferences are as follows: Mrs. M. 
A. Lyons, Elizabeth, N. J., $800; James F. Ben- 
nett, $2,085; Joseph F. Becker, $1,081; Edward 
F. Doyle, as Assignee ef James Connelly, $524; 
Edward A. Rawlings, $1,297; Market and 
Fulton National Bank, $10,403; Fourth 
National Bank, $3,139; Jehn B. Quinlan, 
$2,000. The failure is attributed to heavy 


losses in the past two years and bad debts. Itis 
said that Mr. Bennett lost $40,000 in ,1886, of 
which $18,000 was in unfortunate real estate 
ventures, and $22,000 in bad debts, and that he 
lost $20,000 in the following year by the break 
in the coffee market. 

Mr. Bennett has three other stores besides the 
Vesey-street establishment. They are at 2,225 
Third-avenue and at Rochester and Troy. He 
formerly had a store at 10 Fulton-street, but 
sold it about a year ago, and this store, it is 
said, now belongs to his wife. He claimed a 


capital of about $50,000, and carried a stock of 
‘ about $75,000 in his four stores. He hasa large 


amount of accounts outstanding, said to be 
,000, which he has not been able to collect. 
These were in his jobbing business principally. 
He formerly ewned real estate worth about 
$29,000 in Brooklyu, which he sola, it is said, 
about a yearago. The business was started in 
ain by Bennett & Beoker, who dissolved in 
Joseph F: Becker, the Assignee, who was for- 
merly Mr. Bennett's partner, said yesterday: 
* Competition or bad business was not the cause 
of the failure. The fact is that this house has 
been doing..about the biggest business in the 
street. [cannot say at this time what the as- 
sets or liabilities are, but think that they will 
be about equal at $100,000. Bad debts and 
losses in coffee had much to do with the failure. 
The recent rise in the wholesale price of coffee, 
without a corresponding advance in tho retail 
priee, was very bad for Mr. Bennett. A large 
number of the creditors haye called during 
the day and have been very kind in the 
expression of theirsympathies. Some of them 
suggested that an informal meeting of the crad- 
itors be called. for to-morrow morning, and this 
has been done. At this meeting Mr. Bennett 
will ask foran extension of time, and that, I 
think, is all he needs. If he gets a satisfactory 
extension the creditors will get 100 cents on the 
dollar. The largest claim is about $12,000.” 
Business was in operation as usual at the 
atere yesterday.

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REPORTS OF BAD OKOPS, 
A LETTER FROM THE. NORTHWEST WHIOH. 
‘DESORIBES THE SITUATION. 

Trading in wheat at the Produce Ex- 
ehange yesterday was only fairly active, and 
owing to unsettled cables, with a tendency 
somewhat favorable, the market fell off from 
% to 1 cent. Notwithstanding this, few oper- 
ators in the Exchange believe that the wheat 
crop will amount to anything like its average. 
Advices from the Northwest continue to throw 
cold water on any attempt toforce down prices. 
The present market is one controlled almost ex- 
clusively by the weather and the market is bad 
for the shorts. 

A private letter has just been recetved by a 
gentleman well known in the Produce Ex- 
‘change, but whois not a speculator, from Mr. 
Edward Cromwell, a preminent member of the 
Exchange’and an expert on grain and flour. He 
-writes from La Moure, Dakota, and says that he 
has traveled extensively through the northern 
part of Iowa, Minnesota, Dakota, in fact 
through the greater part of the Northwestern 
grain-producing country, and finds that the 
wheat crop is in a geuerally bad condition. 

“In Northern Iowa,” says tke letter, ‘from 
the Mississippi to the Missouri Rivers, oate and 
wheat are almost a failure, Four weeks ago 
the promise of alarge crop was never better, 
but frequent showers, succeeded by hot sun- 
shine, caused the grain to rust and turn black. 
Oates that were expected to yield 50 bushels to 
the acre will not yield 20 bushels. Flax has 
done well, and there is every likelihood that the 
corn crop will be the best ever raised in the 
State. All the wheat north of the line of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad 18 more or less in- 
oho and I estimated the losa at 25 per cent, 

ut am now certain that itis much greater. At | 
Fargo, Dakota, 90 por cent. of the wheat will 
grade only No. 2 or be rejected. 

“Passing up the Red River Valley, by the 
Manitoba Railroad, harvesting is perhaps half 
finished, and the wheat has received less injury. 
At Grand Forks there bas been some damage. 
From there to Creokston the wheat is very fine, 
and will yield from 20 to 25 bushels to the acre 
but it is mostly quite late. Near the Missour 
River the crop is expected to grade 90 per cent. 
No. 1, and to yield 20 bushels to the acre. At 
Valley City, Daketa, one tract of 1,300 acres of 
wheat was so entirely ruined that it was 
burned, as it would not pay to cut it. Another 
tract of 800 and still another of 600 acres were 
entirely ruined, Coming through the James 
River Valley, south from Jamestewn to 
Moure, the orop is good and the yield 1s expected 
to average 20 bushels to the acre.’* 





FOR NEW PUBLIO BUILDINGS. 


THE REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


WILLIAM J. FRYER, JR. 
William J. Fryer, Jr., Superintendent of 
Repairs of United States Public Buildings in 
this city, has made a supplemental report to 
Col. W. A. Freret, Supervising Architect, Treas- 
ury Department, Washington, on the subject of 
new Government buildings. “The main ques- 
tion for present consideration,” he says, “is 
that of location. I earnestly hope that the | 
President will approve the two-million-dollar 
site bill. The machinery can then*be put into 


operation that will enable Secretary Fairchild 
to determine what should bedone under the 
provisions of ‘the law.” 
Superintendent Fryer’s first choice of location 
is Buwling Green, and his secend choice for a 
Custom House and an Appraiser’s stores site 
the two blocks on the northerly side of Battery 
Park, extending from Battery-place north to 
Morris-street, and from Greenwich-street west- 
erly to West-street. He understands that sev- 
eral wealthy gentlomen representing cerpora- 
tions are talking of forming a syndicate to offer 
to buy at private sale trom the Government the 
Wall-street properties, which are estimated to 
be worth from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000. One 
of the closing paragraphs in the report 1s this: 
*“‘Nearly $150,000,000 a year is received in this 
port from customs, or about seven-tenths of the en- 
tire customs revenue of the Nation. With suitable 
accommodations the results would be better dis- 
cipline, better service, and better facilities for ship- 
pers and merchants. The future greatness and 
present prosperity of this city can be advanced by 
new Government buildings placed in the right 
‘locality, and its claims for increased facilities for 
the transaction of public business are not unreason- 
able. In population, wealth, business, finance, in- 
dustry, New-York City is greater than many a 
whole State in the, Union. Too long her public 
buildings have been inadequate and inconveniently 
located. The welfare of the city of New-York ought 
to be the pride of every American citizen, no matter 
where he hails from, for New-York belongs to the 
whole country, and the business transacted in the 
Government buildings in New-York affects the 
whole country. Although the proposed new build. 


| ings may be made very saree from the standpoint of 


to-day, vet the inevitable increase of business inci- 

dent to the growth of the country will, in a com-

& LETTER IN WHICH MR. HEWITT COR- 
_ REOTS SUNDRY MISCONCEPTIONS. 
’ Daniel Connolly, who has for many years 
been identified with the Irish National move- 
ment in thiscity, wrote a letter to Mayor 
Hewitt on Aug. 25, asking some very pointed 
questions bearing upon recently pnblished 
reports as to the Mayor’s lack of sympathy with 
Irishmen and their aims for Ireland’s future. 
Mr. Connolly has received the fvllowing reply 
from Mr. Hewitt, which he now makes public: 
NEW-YORK, Aug. 30, 1888. : 
Daniel Connolly, Heg., 28 Unton-square: 
DEAR Siz: L[amin receipt ef your letter of the 
25th inst. asking me certain questions which I 
sbould almost regard as ironical if it were not that 
your letter bears unmistakable evidence of —e 
bel bone in good faith, I repiy, therefore, wit 
pleasure. 

You ask me whether my feelings toward Irish- 
men differ from those which I hold toward foreign- 
ere 0} any other nation, and whether I favor the 
movement for home rule for Ireland or am indiffer- 
ent toit. I reply that for 20 years past I-have ex- 
Aang in every possible way my sympathy for the 

ome rule movement in Ireland. I have always re- 
garded Grattan as a model patriot, and 1 was con- 
vinced when I firat began to study history 
that no nation could be governed from without 
and prosper. I believe in nome rule for every 
nation, for every State, for every city, for every 
town, and for every family, within the limits of the 
jurisdiction ot each.. My course in Congress was 
one of uniform sympathy on every question which 
affected tha interests of Irishmen at home and 
serene tie I made a speech in reference to citizen- 
ship which, so far as I know, was the first deciara- 
tion of the absolute equality of naturalized citizens 
in all respects with those who are native born. i

Your second question is, whether I apologized 
rag sti indirectly, or in any other way whatever, 
to the British Minister for my action in Congress in 
connection with the O’Donnell case.

DENIED A NEW TRIAL. 
JUDGE COXE HOLDS THAT THE VERDICT 
IN O'NEILL & CO.’8 FAVOR IS JUST. 

sudge Coxe of the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday denied the motion: for a new 
trial brought by Mrs. Julia A. Hershey of Phila- 
delphia in her suit against H. O’Neill & Co., the 
Sixth-avenue dry goods firm, for false imprisen- 
ment and malicious prosecution. On Aug. 4, 
1887, Mrs. Hershey visited O’Neill’s store and, 
, going to the umbrella counter, took up an um- 
brella and, without saying a word to the clerk, 
Saunders, walked to the door. Her explanation 


was that she wanted to get a better light to ex- 
amine the article. Saunders roughly stopped 
her at the door and brought her back, when she 
was examined in the presence of several em- 
ployes of O’Neill and Special Officer Kelley. 

Sne was then taken to the Nineteenth Precinct 
Station. where she was detained for a few hours 
until bail was obtained. She was afterward ac- 
quitted on her trial at Special Sessions. She 
lost her suit for damages in the United States 
Ceurt, and moved for a new trial on the ground 
that the acts complained of were the acts of 
O’Neill’s servants, and he should not, therefore, 
have been permitted to dispute their authority ; 
that it was an errer to instruct the jury that if 
they believed the defemdant’s witnesses they 
should find for the defendant, as even according 
to the defendant there wus a technical arrest by 
an unauthorized person; and thatit was an errer 
to instruct that the defendant was not liable for 
Kelley’s action. 

On these points Judge Coxe says: “Being 
more than ever convinced, after a review of the 
evidence, that the verdict was right and in ac- 
cordance with the great preponderance of evi- 
dence the court is not disposed to grant anew 
trial on any ground which is merely technical in 
character.”

Superintendent Richardson of the Bureau 
of Incumbrances and a gang ot workmen yes- 
terday removed several ‘‘dead” poles and wires 
in Sixth-avenus, between Thirty-fifth and 
Fifty-eighth streets.
